To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee . 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1911. 

The  population  on  which  the  statistics  for  the  year  are 
calculated  is  278,984.  The  Registrar-General’s  previous 
estimate  is  now  shown  by  the  Census  to  be  wrong  to  the 
extent  of  1,022  persons. 

In  the  various  tables  where  statistics  for  previous  years 
are  given,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  populations  and  rates  for 
the  years  1902  to  1910  (inclusive)  have  been  amended,  thus 
allowing  a  more  correct  comparison  to  be  made  of  the 
statistics  for  1911  with  those  of  previous  years.  The  amended 
figures  of  the  populations,  which  are  estimated  from  the 
Censuses  of  1901  and  1911,  are  based  on  the  assumption  that 
the  population  during  such  period  has  been  increasing  at  a 
uniform  rate. 

The  publication  of  this  report  has  been  somewhat 
delayed  owing  to  the  late  issue  of  the  Registrar-General’s 
annual  summary  for  the  year  under  review.  I  had  hoped 
to  give  statistical  information  regarding  the  Census  of  1911. 
I  regret,  however,  that  the  final  report  on  the  subject  is  still 
not  available.  The  only  authentic  information  obtainable 
is  set  out  on  page  10.

I  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Frederick 
Ennis,  which  occurred  on  the  22nd  March,  1911.  Mr.  Ennis 
had  been  engaged  as  Chief  Clerk  in  the  department  for  25  years. 
He  was  a  zealous  and  painstaking  official,  and  his  demise  is 
deeply  regretted  by  his  colleagues. 

I  have  also  to  lament  the  death,  which  occurred  on  the 
15th  March,  1912,  of  an  old  and  faithful  colleague,  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  C.  W.  Evington,  who  had  been  associated  with  the 
department  for  upwards  of  28  years. 

Mr.  Evington  was  formerly  engaged  in  a  subordinate 
position,  but  by  the  intimate  and  practical  knowledge  of  his 
duties  he  was  eventually  promoted  to  the  post  of  Chief  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  in  which  capacity  he  acted  for  22  years.

His  death 
in  the  prime  of  life  is  much  to  be  deplored. 

Mr.  T.  Foley  Cass,  Shop  Hours  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Evington.

STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1911, 
there  were  registered  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon 
Hull,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrars, 
7949  Births  and  4658  Deaths.  Of  the  Births  3984  were  males 
and  3965  females. 

The  Birth-rate  was  equal  to  28*5  per  1000  of  a  population 
of  278,984  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1911,  residing  in  64,403  houses,  this  being  an 
average  of  4’ 3  persons  to  each  house.  The  average  Birth-rate 
for  the  seventy-seven  great  towns  was  24’ 9  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  in  1911,  representing 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  3761,  against  3761 
and  3948  in  the  years  1910  and  1909  respectively. 

The  average  density  of  population  per  acre  (excluding 
area  of  docks,  &c.)  in  1910  was  30*9.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  157  per 
1000,  as  against  135  in  1909  and  144  in  1908.  The  mean 
proportion  in  the  preceding  five  years  was  144.  For  the 
seventy-seven  most  populous  towns  in  England  and  Wales, 
the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  births  registered, 
averaged  141  per  1000.

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Marriages. 

The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  City  was  2,454, 
as  against  2,374  in  1910  and  2,261  in  1909.  The  marriages  were

Chief  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  deaths  have  been  recorded 
from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  giving  a  mortality  at 
the  rate  of  3*2  per  1000  of  the  population,  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years  being  561.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over 
the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  101  ;

Small  Fox. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  deaths  from  Small  Pox 
were  recorded  during  the  year.  There  was  one  death  in  1910, 
whilst  in  1909  there  were  two. 

Small  Pox  was  the  cause  of  12  deaths  in  the  seventy- 
seven  great  towns. 
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Measles. 

Measles  accounted  for  97  deaths,  as  against  73  in  1910 
and  80  in  1909,  which  corresponded  to  a  death-rate  of  0-34, 
0-26  and  0*29  per  1000  for  the  years  named.  The  deaths  were 
distributed  over  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  57  ; 
second  quarter,  36  ;  third  quarter,  4 ;  fourth  quarter,  0. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  City  during 
the  past  five  years  was  103.  The  death-rate  from  Measles  in 
the  77  large  towns  in  1911  was  0-47  per  1000. 

Scarlatina. 

Thirteen  deaths  from  Scarlatina  were  reported  during  the 
year,  as  against  15  in  1910  and  9  in  1909,  being  equal  to  a  rate 
of  0-04,  0-05  and  0*03  per  1000  respectively.  The  deaths  were 
distributed  over  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  2  ;  second 
quarter,  3  ;  third  quarter,  0  ;  fourth  quarter,  8.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Scarlatina  in  the  City  during  the  past 
five  years  was  11.  The  deaths  from  this  disease  in  the  77 
large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  in  1911  corresponded  to  a 
rate  of  0-06  per  1000  living. 

Diphtheria. 

There  have  been  19  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and 
Membranous  Croup,  as  against  44  in  1910  and  33  in  1909, 
corresponding  to  a  death-rate  of  0-07,  0-15  and  0-21  respectively. 
The  deaths  were  distributed  over  the  year  as  follows  : — First 
quarter,  8 ;  second  quarter,  3  ;  third  quarter,  1 ;  4th  quarter, 
7.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the 
City  during  the  past  five  years  was  43.  The  death-rate  from 
this  disease  in  the  77  large  towns  in  1911  was  0'15  per  1000. 

Whooping  Gough. 

Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  94  deaths,  as  against 
66  in  1910  and  49  in  1909,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-33,  0*23 
and  0-17  per  1000.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over  the  year 
as  follows  : — First  quarter,  21  ;  second  quarter,  40  ;  third 
quarter,  25  ;  fourth  quarter,  7.  The  average  number  of 
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0  0  indicates  that  the  deaths  were  too  few  to  give  a  rate  of  0"005 
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deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  City  during  the  past  five 
years  was  73.  The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  77 
large  towns  in  1911  was  equal  to  0-24  per  1000. 

Typhus  Fever. 

On  Wednesday,  13th  September,  in  consequence  of  a 
report  received  from  the  Education  Department  that  a  child 
— W.B. — was  suffering  from  a  disease  which  was  thought  to 
be  Typhoid  Fever,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
visited  the  child  at  its  home,  79,  Manchester  Street,  as  no 
medical  man  was  in  attendance. 

The  child,  aged  9  years,  had  a  history  of  having  been  ill 
for  a  week  with  diarrhoea  and  sickness,  and  had  a  rash  which 
was  suggestive  of  Typhus  Fever.  He  was  removed  to  the 
Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  where  the  diagnosis  of  Typhus  Fever 
was  confirmed. 

On  the  18th  September,  Mrs.  E.W.,  aged  31  years,  was 
reported  as  being  ill.  She  was  visited  and  found  to  be  suffering 
from  symptoms  similar  to  those  of  the  child  removed  previously. 
She  was  admitted  to  hospital  the  same  day  for  observation, 
together  with  the  remaining  occupants  of  the  house,  namely, 
2  adults  (male),  aged  50  and  48  years  respectively  (casual 
labourers),  also  five  children,  aged  respectively  14,  7,  6,  4  and 
J  year  and  4  months. 

The  woman  on  admission  to  hospital  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Typhus  Fever,  and  the  five  children  on 
examination  were  also  found  to  be  convalescing  from  a  very 
mild  attack  of  the  same  disease. 

On  the  13th  October  I  received  notification  of  two 
further  cases  of  Typhus  Fever  (females,  aged  38  and  29  years 
respectively)  in  a  terrace  house  in  the  same  street.  They 
were  immediately  removed  to  hospital  for  isolation. 

The  houses,  each  of  which  contained  four  rooms,  were 
disinfected,  and  a  house-to-house  inspection  was  made  in  the 
neighbourhood,  but  no  further  cases  occurred. 
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Typhoid  Fever. 

Typhoid  Fever  caused  67  deaths,  as  against  31  in  1910 
and  12  in  1909,  corresponding  to  a  death-rate  of  0-24,  0-11 
and  0*04  per  1000.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over  the  year 
as  follows  : — First  quarter,  6  ;  second  quarter,  3  ;  third 
quarter,  20  ;  fourth  quarter,  38.  The  average  number  of  deaths 
from  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  City  during  the  past  five  years 
was  28.  The  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  during  1911  in  the 
77  large  towns  corresponded  to  a  rate  of  0-06  per  1000. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

Diarrhoea  was  unusually  prevalent  during  the  year  and 
occasioned  608  deaths,  as  against  303  in  1910  and  163  in  1909, 
being  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  2-2,  1-08  and  T59  respectively  for 
the  years  named.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over  the  year 
as  follows : — First  quarter,  7 ;  second  quarter,  18 ;  third  quarter, 
528  ;  fourth  quarter,  55.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  in  the  City  during  the  past  five  years  was  326. 
The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  1911  in  the  77  large  towns 
equalled  a  death-rate  of  1-31  per  1000. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Of  the  608  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  423  were  children  aged 
one  year  and  under,  and  of  this  latter  number  379  died  in  the 
autumnal  quarter,  326  of  whom  were  bottle-fed  or  had  received 
a  mixed  diet,  and  53  only  had  been  breast-fed. 

The  excessive  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis, 
which  was  common  throughout  the  Country,  may  be  attributed 
to  the  exceptionally  dry  season  experienced.  The  usual 
investigations  were  made  and  precautions  taken  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  contained  in  a  circular  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  dated  18th  August,  1911,  especially 
having  reference  to  water,  milk  and  other  food  supplies.

Six  hundred  and  forty-three  patients  have  been 
admitted,  as  against  573  in  1910  and  611  in  1909. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  into  hospital,  276  were  suffering 
from  Scarlatina,  170  from  Diphtheria,  181  from  Typhoid  Fever, 
9  from  Typhus  Fever,  and  7  were  admitted  for  isolation. 
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The  admissions  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows

Five  hundred  and  sixty-live  cases  of  Scarlatina  were 
notified  to  the  Authority,  of  which  number  276,  or  48-8%, 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium.  Of  the  276  admitted,  10 
proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  3*6%  of  the  cases 
admitted,  as  against  2-4%  in  1910  and  1*6%  in  1909. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
were  notified,  of  which  number  182,  or  54-3%,  were  admitted 
to  the  Hospitals.  Of  this  latter  number,  32  proved  fatal, 
giving  a  case  mortality  of  17-5%,  as  against  19*3%  in  1910 
and  8*6%  in  1909. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-four  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Of  this  number,  170,  or  49*4%, 
were  removed  to  the  Hospitals.  Of  the  170  admitted,  10 
proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  5*8%  as  against 
13*1%  in  1910  and  14*5%  in  1909. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  total  admissions  was 
equal  to  8*2%,  as  against  6*4%  during  the  year  1910  and 
6*5%  during  the  year  1909.

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Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  Midwives  Act,  1902,  forty-three  mid¬ 
wives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  within  the  City. 
As  shewn  on  annexed  table,  thirteen  were  hospital  trained 
certificated  midwives  and  thirty  bona-fide  midwives.  The 
number  of  midwives  practising  for  1911  gives  a  decrease  of 
three  over  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  fifteen 
over  the  year  1905.  The  decrease  points  to  the  necessity 
of  some  provision  being  made  for  the  training  of  suitable 
women,  as  the  cost  of  training  is  the  barrier  to  many  women 
who,  prior  to  the  Mid  wives  Act,  would  have  followed  the 
calling  of  a  midwife. 

No  case  of  misconduct  was  reported  to  the  Local  Super* 
vising  Authority  during  the  year.  Two  mid  wives  were 
requested  to  appear  before  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
breaches  of  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  Buies  and  were  cautioned 
by  him  against  any  repetition.  One  bona-fide  midwife  died 
in  the  month  of  May  and  four  mid wives  left  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  visits  of  inspection  were 
paid  to  midwives — ninty-five  cases  of  still-birth,  twenty-one 
cases  “  Death  of  Infant,”  and  thirty-one  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  were  investigated.  In  all  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
occurring  in  the  practice  of  midwives,  quarantine  is  imposed 
until  Buie  E,  Sec.  5,  Central  Mid  wives’  Board  Buies  is  com¬ 
plied  with.  Three  hundred  and  seventy  notifications  of 
“  Medical  help,”  viz.,  Doctor  called  in  on  the  advice  of  the 
midwife,  were  received — 256  for  the  mother,  and  114  for  the 
infant. 

Uncertified  Women. 

For  contravention  of  Midwives  Act,  1902,  Sec.  1  (2), 
proceedings  were  taken  against  three  women  and  a  conviction 
obtained  in  each  case. 

Two  other  women  were  warned  by  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  against  practising  in  contravention  of  the  Act. 
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For  contravention  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act, 
proceedings  were  taken  against  one  uncertified  woman  and  a 
conviction  obtained. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

The  number  of  births  notified  under  the  above  Act 
totalled  6,895,  giving  a  decrease  of  326  from  the  total  number 
of  births  notified  in  1910. 

There  are  four  Assistant  Inspectors  working  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Midwives.  This  number  is 
inadequate  to  meet  the  demand  made  for  re-visiting  infants, 
though  it  is  most  desirable  that  re-visiting  should  be  system¬ 
atically  carried  out,  as  frequently  on  the  first  visit  the  baby  is 
breast  fed  and  a  re-visit  in  about  a  month  or  six  weeks  finds 
the  same  infant  being  fed  with  boiled  bread,  &c.  The 
number  of  first  visits  to  infants  paid  and  the  re-visits  is  shewn 
on  the  appended  table.  In  all  cases,  when  the  health  of  the 
mother  permits,  natural  feeding  is  encouraged,  and  combined 
feeding,  viz.,  breast  and  bottle,  is  recommended  where  the 
natural  supply  is  deficient.  Patent  foods,  soaked  bread  and 
biscuits  are  discouraged  until  weaning  commences. 

The  general  improvement  as  regards  the  care  of  the  infant 
is  very  noticeable  in  houses  where  the  last  baby  had  been 
last  under  the  Inspector’s  supervision,  and  her  visit  is 
looked  forward  to  on  the  arrival  of  the  “  new-comer.”  The 
Health  Inspector  does  not  visit  until  the  doctor  or  midwife 
has  ceased  attending,  thus  avoiding  any  conflicting  advice  or 
trespassing  on  the  work  of  those  responsible  for  the  well-being 
of  the  mother  or  child.  The  kindly  help  given  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  midwives  in  apprising  parents  of  the  visit 
from  the  Health  Inspector  is  a  valuable  asset,  and  our  warmest 
thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  co-operation. 

Miscellaneous  Work. 

This  includes  the  investigation  of  Consumption,  Diarrhoea, 
Whooping-cough,  neglected  children,  &c.,  and  unclassified 
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visits.  The  total  number  of  Diarrhoea  cases  investigated 
was  486,  being  an  increase  of  209  on  the  year  1910.  The 
number  of  investigations  of  cases  of  consumption  made  under 
the  system  of  voluntary  notification  was  378,  being  an  increase 
of  62  over  the  year  1910.  Unclassified  visits  totalled  2920. 

The  average  number  of  visits  per  week  for  the  total 
number '  of  Women  Inspectors  equalled  225.  Grand  total, 
11,721. 

The  year’s  work  is  distinctly  encouraging,  and  it  is  not 
too  much  to  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the  staff  will  be 
augmented.

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  Housing, 
Town  Planning  &c.,  Act,  1909,  and  Housing  (In¬ 
spection  of  District)  Regulations. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Regulations,  which  provide 
for  a  thorough  inspection  of  dwelling-houses,  the  City  was 
divided  into  twelve  districts,  and  an  Inspector  appointed 
to  each,  a  portion  of  his  time  being  devoted  to  carrying  out 
such  Regulations.  In  the  month  oi  June,  a  systematic 
inspection  of  the  smaller  dwelling-houses,  occupied  by  the 
working  class,  was  commenced  by  each  Inspector  in  his 
respective  district. 

Acting  directly  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Mr.  R.  Martin,  M.R.San.I.,  was  appointed  Chief  Housing 
Inspector,  his  duty  being  to  supervise  this  work  and  also 
to  keep  the  records  of  inspections  and  the  action  taken  to 
remedy  the  defects  found. 

The  card  index  system  has  been  adopted  as  the  best 
method  of  efficiently  keeping  the  details  of  these  systematic 

inspections  of  dwelling-houses.

In  carrying  out  these  inspections,  very  few  cases  of 
overcrowding  of  dwellings  were  discovered.  The  drains 
of  all  houses  inspected  have  been  subjected  to  the  usual  test, 
and  many  were  found  to  be  defective.  Some  were  found 
to  be  in  such  a  condition  as  to  necessitate  their  reconstruction.

Many  other  sanitary  defects  found  were  of  such  a  character 
as  could  be  remedied  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.

Many  of  these  dwelling-houses  were  visited  by  the  Housing 
Sub -Committee  and  afterwards  represented  to  the  City  Council, 
who  passed  Orders  for  their  compulsory  closure.  After 
such  Orders  had  become  operative  many  of  the  occupying 
tenants  voluntarily  removed,  and  those  remaining  quitted 
after  the  service  of  statutory  notices,  thus  rendering  it 
unnecessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

Of  the  73  houses  compulsorily  closed,  no  plans  of 
alteration  or  sanitary  amendment  have  been  presented  by 
the  Owners  to  the  Committee  to  render  any  of  the  houses 
habitable.  Nine  houses  were  allowed  to  be  converted  into 
warehouses  or  sheds  and  eight  houses  were  demolished  by 
their  respective  owners.  The  necessary  steps  are  being  taken 
to  secure  the  demolition  of  the  remaining  houses. 

No  appeals  against  closing  orders  made  by  the  City 
Council  have  been  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  dwelling-houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts 
are  of  the  older  type,  faulty  in  construction,  often  dilapidated, 
without  proper  light  and  ventilation,  and  generally  situated 
in  congested  districts  in  the  older  parts  of  the  City. 
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Very  few  houses  of  this  class  can  be  rendered  habitable 
without  structural  sanitary  alterations  being  carried  out. 
In  many  instances,  however  willing  the  owners  may  be  to 
render  the  houses  habitable,  their  defective  construction 
and  cramped  position  precludes  them  from  being  efficiently 
altered  and  rendered  sanitary,  and  it  has  been  found,  after 
several  years’  experience  in  the  working  of  these  Acts  that 
the  best  and  most  effectual  way  to  deal  with  such  houses  is  by 
demolition  and  the  clearing  of  the  site. 

A  return  shewing  the  occupations,  &c.,  of  968  residents 
of  a  certain  area  was  supplied  to  the  Housing  Sub-Committee, 
to  enable  them  to  consider  the  action  which  should  be  taken 
with  regard  to  such  area. 

Of  the  1,108  dwelling-houses  represented  since  1898  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  summarily  closed,  788  of  them 
were  in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  beyond  sanitary  alteration, 
and  have  therefore  been  demolished  by  their  respective  Owners, 
or,  failing  them,  the  City  Corporation.  99  houses  were  allowed 
to  be  converted  into  Warehouses,  18  into  Sheds  or  Stores  and 
only  147  allowed  to  be  structurally  altered  and  rendered 
reasonably  habitable,  whilst  56  remain  closed  pending  other 
legal  steps  for  their  demolition  or  structural  alteration.

Distribution  of  Disinfectants. 

A  gratuitous  supply  of  fluid  and  powder  disinfectant  has 
been  given  where  infectious  disease  has  existed  and  in  other 
suitable  cases.  A  free  use  of  carbolic  disinfecting  powder 
has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  excreta  and  house 
refuse  collection. 


Lodging  Houses. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  all  the  lodging  houses  in  the 
City  has  been  carried  out  by  day  and  night  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1903,  common  lodging 
houses  are  registered  for  one  year  only,  from  the  1st  January. 

Thirty-two  renewals  were  granted  from  the  1st  January, 
1911.  Owing  to  their  dilapidated  condition,  four  old  houses 
have  been  closed. 
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Plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved  for  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  premises,  situate  in  Chapel  Lane,  into  a  Common 
lodging  house.  The  building,  which  is  to  be  managed  by  the 
Salvation  Army,  has  been  thoroughly  equipped  with  suitable 
beds,  reading  room,  kitchen,  sanitary  convenience,  &c.,  and 
now  forms  a  very  usefu]  addition  to  this  class  of  houses.  There 
are  now  28  houses  on  the  register,  affording  accommodation 
for  1441  lodgers. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. — Yearly  licenses  are  granted 
from  the  1st  January.  There  were  24  houses  on  the  register 
at  the  close  of  the  year  containing  590  rooms  or  cubicles  and 
affording  accommodation  for  774  lodgers.  Your  Inspector  has 
made  816  day  and  70  night  inspections,  but  no  overcrowding 
has  been  discovered. 

Three  old  licenses  have  been  cancelled  and  one  new 
license  granted. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against 
five  persons  for  keeping  seamen’s  lodging-houses  without 
licenses.  A  conviction  was  obtained  in  each  case.

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General  Remarks. — Several  cases  of  sickness  were 
reported,  21  of  which  were  of  an  infectious  nature,  namely  : — 
Typhoid  fever  5,  Diphtheria  2,  Scarlatina  1,  Measles  9, 
Erysipelas  1,  Phthisis  3.  The  necessary  steps  have  been  taken 
in  each  case,  and  in  several  instances  where  sickness  not  of 
an  infectious  nature  has  been  discovered,  the  attention  of 
the  Relieving  Officers  has  been  drawn  to  the  same. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — In  the  362  houses  now  on 
the  register,  79  have  one  water-closet,  24  have  two  water-closets, 
8  have  both  water-closet  and  privy,  155  have  one  privy,  40 
have  two  privies  and  56  have  privy  pails.  Of  the  259  houses 
with  privies,  132  are  within  6  feet  of  the  nearest  dwelling  and 
in  93  instances  the  contents  of  the  privy  has  to  be  carried 
through  the  house.  It  is  hoped  to  considerably  remedy  this 
state  of  affairs  in  the  near  future  under  the  powers  recently 
acquired  by  the  Corporation. 

New  Bye-Laws. — New  Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of 
Houses-let-in-Lodgings  came  into  operation  at  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  Copies  were  served  upon  each  of  the  landlords, 
and  so  far  the  powers  granted  under  the  said  Bye-laws  have 
been  found  to  be  beneficial. 

Offensive  Trades,  Smoke,  &c.,  Nuisances. 

Offensive  Trades. — Two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventy-one  day  and  276  night  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
premises  in  the  city  on  which  noxious  trades  are  carried  on. 
In  addition  to  verbal  cautions  given,  twelve  notices  have  been 
served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  discovered  and  the 
necessary  work  in  each  case  has  been  carried  out. 

Smoke  Nuisances. — A  systematic  inspection  of  the 
various  works  from  which  smoke  nuisances  are  likely  to  arise 
has  been  carried  out  by  your  inspectors  and  904  observations 
recorded.  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  36  notices  in 

respect  of  nuisances  discovered,  all  of  which  have  been  complied 
with. 
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Fish  Curing-Houses. — Structural  alterations  are  still 
being  carried  out  to  a  number  of  fish-curing  houses  for  the 
abatement  of  smoke  nuisances.  The  owners  of  45  of  these 
premises  have  now  carried  out  extensive  alterations  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  authority,  and  a  great  im¬ 
provement  has  been  effected. 

Pigsties. — Two  thousand  and  forty -five  inspections  of 
pigsties  have  been  made,  788  notices  have  been  served  requiring 
premises  to  be  cleansed  and  limewashed  ;  428  sties  have  been 
closed  ;  149  sties  have  been  structurally  altered  and  made  to 
comply  with  the  bye-laws,  and  24  plans  have  been  approved 
for  the  erection  of  new  sties. 

Nightsoil  Collection. 

Up  to  the  31st  March  this  work  was  carried  out  by 
appointed  contractors,  but  owing  to  the  great  increase  in  the 
amount  of  tenders  submitted  the  Corporation  decided  them¬ 
selves  to  undertake  the  work  in  conjunction  with  the  dry  refuse 
collection  which  had  been  done  by  the  Corporation’s  own 
workmen  during  the  past  ten  years. 

This  new  undertaking  necessitated  the  extension  of  the 
stabling  depots,  the  purchase  of  73  extra  horses  and  other 
equipment,  and  the  engagement  of  a  large  number  of  men  and 
youths  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Although  there  may  be  some  increase  in  the  cost, 
having  regard  to  the  higher  wages  paid,  there  can  be  but  little 
doubt  that  the  work  has  been  more  expeditiously  and  satis¬ 
factorily  carried  out. 

The  nightsoil  is  sold  in  bulk  to  a  local  contractor,  who 
pays  a  fixed  annual  sum  for  the  same  and  disposes  of  it  to 
farmers  and  others  in  the  surrounding  districts  for  agricultural 
purposes.

Dear  Sir, 

In  presenting  my  Fourth  Annual  Report,  I  have 
the  gratification  of  informing  the  Committee  that  on 
September  30th,  1911,  the  first  complete  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  Elementary  Schoo's  was  finished.  Theoretically, 
on  that  date  every  child  in  attendance  at  the  Schools, 
with  the  exception  of  quite  recent  admissions,  should  have 
possessed  a  record  sheet  showing  the  result  of  a  medical 
examination  made  at  some  date  later  than  October  1st, 
1908. 

Practically,  however,  it  has  been  discovered,  since 
October  1st,  1911,  that  a  number  of  chhdren  have  for 
various  reasons  not  yet  been  examined. 

The  first  reason  applies  to  children  now  coming  up 
to  be  examined  at  the  7-8  years  of  age  period.  Prior 
to  August,  1909,  children  were  admitted  to  the  schools 
at  as  early  an  age  as  3  years,  and  therefore  for  some  months 
there  will  be  a  considerable  number  of  children  who 
were  admitted  before  the  institution  of  medical  inspection 
and  who  are  only  now  attaining  the  age  of  7  years,  the 
next  age  period  at  which  they  come  to  be  examined. 

A  number  of  children  ad  the  three  later  age  periods 
also  have  no  record  sheet  because  they  have  come  to  Hull 
from  other  towns  and  have  either  not  been  examined 
there  or  their  record  sheets  have  not  been  obtainable. 
Also,  in  some  cases,  parents  have  objected  to  the 
examination  of  their  children  at  a  former  examination 
and  have  now  withdrawn  the  objection.

Methods. 


Every  case,  where  a  child  is  found  at  the  later  age 
periods,  who  does  not  possess  a  record  sheet  of  a  former 
examination,  is  carefully  enquired  into,  and  only  on 
conclusive  evidence  that  such  a  record  is  not  in  existence 
is  the  examination  proceeded  with  and  the  results  entered 
on  a  new  sheet. 

The  general  work  of  inspection  has  proceeded  during 
the  year  with  the  usual  smoothness,  and  objections  by  the 
parents  to  the  inspection  are  much  fewer  than  last  year. 
Also  in  48  cases  of  objection  the  Superintendent  School 
Officer,  by  visiting  the  parents  and  explaining  to  them  the 
methods  and  objects  of  the  inspection,  was  successful  in 
inducing  them  to  withdraw  their  objection. 

The  chief  change  during  the  year  has  been  the  opening 
of  Sidmouth  Street  School.  It  is  a  two -storey  School 
on  the  hall  class-room  plan,  with  accommodation  for 
1,340  children.  There  is  large  playground  space  round 
it,  and,  hence,  every  facility  for  good  lighting  ;  the 
artificial  light  is  electric.  It  is  ventilated  by  electric 
fans  and  warmed  by  low  pressure  hot  water  apparatus. 
The  sanitary  conveniences  are  separate  closets  with 
pedestal  fittings. 

Similar  pedestal  water  closets  have  also  been 
substituted  for  trough  closets  at  Crowle  Street  Junior 
Boys’  Department 

Low  pressure  hot  water  apparatus  has  been  installed 
at  Salt-house  Lane  Non-provided  School  and  considerable 
improvements  have  been  made  at  St.  Mark’s  School. 
The  desks  in  some  class-rooms  have  been  re-arranged  so 
that  the  lighting  is  from  the  side  instead  of  from  the  back. 

In  consequence  of  the  opening  of  Sidmouth  Street 
School,  the  temporary  department  at  Lambert  Street 
School  has  been  closed. 

St.  Luke’s  Non-provided  School  has  also  been  closed. 

The  methods  of  carrying  out  the  medical  inspection 
have  not  been  altered,  nor  has  there  been  any  change 
in  the  Medical  Staff  since  the  last  report. 

The  three  School  Nurses,  who  were  in  the  employment 
of  the  Committee  in  December,  1910,  resigned,  and  their 
successors  were  appointed  in  April,  1911.  The  Senior 
Medical  Officer  signed  the  authorisation  for  the  new 
nurses  to  act  under  the  Children  Act  and  has  met  them 
when  any  occasion  has  arisen  for  explanation  or  advice.

By  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  November, 
1911,  a  new  duty  is  imposed  on  School  Medical  Officers, 
viz.,  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
any  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  is  found  in 
the  course  of  medical  inspection  in  the  Schools.  Books 
of  forms  for  such  notification  have  been  issued  to  each 
of  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

Inter-communication  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  School  Medical  Officers  has  been  kept  up 
on  the  usual  lines. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  paid  3,222  visits  to  the 
various  school  departments  for  routine  medical  inspections. 
They  also  paid  37  special  visits  to  various  departments 
for  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
and  examined  at  these  visits  95  children. 

Since  August,  when  the  schools  re-opened  after  the 
summer  holidays,  a  record,  as  suggested  in  the  last  report, 
has  been  kept  of  the  number  of  non-routine  cases  examined 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  at  ordinary  visits  to  the 
schools.  In  the  period  indicated  these  numbered  1,294. 
At  Osborne  Street  Deaf  Centre,  where  the  children  are, 
as  before,  examined  at  different  age  periods  from  those 
selected  for  the  examination  of  normal  children,  11 
(7  boys  and  4  girls)  were  examined. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  paid  68  visits  to  the  various 
schools  to  examine  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children,  in 
whom  these  were  found  to  be  defective. 

It  may  be  desirable  again  to  explain  that,  as  the 
medical  inspection  year  commences  on  1st  October,  and 
this  report  is  from  1st  January  to  31st  December,  the 
children,  the  results  of  whose  examination  are  here 
considered,  fall  into  two  groups  : — 

I.  Children  examined  from  1st  January,  1911,  to 
30th  September,  1911,  being  those  of  the  following  classes, 
who  were  not  examined  between  1st  October,  1910,  and

examination  register,  the  necessity  for  which  was  referred 
to  in  the  report  for  1910,  was  brought  into  use.  In  this 
register  the  School  Medical  Officer  enters  the  name  and 
address  of  each  child  he  or  she  desires  to  re-examine,  the 
nature  of  its  illness  and  the  month  in  which  the 
re-examination  is  desired.  At  the  ordinary  visit  in 
that  month  all  the  children  due  are  produced  and  the 
result  of  the  re-examination  noted  in  the  register,  with 
the  date  of  a  further  re-examination  if  desired.  The 
names  of  children  excluded  from  School  as  suffering  from 
Ringworm  of  the  head  or  from  Granular  Ophthalmia  are 
also  entered  in  this  register,  so  that  they  may  be  sent 
for  inspection  at  each  monthly  visit  until  they  are  found

to  be  fit  to  recommence  attendance.  These  registers 
contain  the  names  of  699  children  who  have  been  noted 
for  re-examination,  and  of  these  292  have  already  fallen 
due,  the  dates  for  the  remainder  being  in  the  early 
months  of  1912. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  of  these  292  only  9  are 
noted  as  having  deteriorated  in  condition  between  the 
two  examinations;  116  are  noted  as  unchanged,  and 
167  as  improved. 

Of  the  292  who  had  been  re-examined  18  had  been 
re-examined  twice,  3  three  times,  and  1  four  times. 
These  were  chiefly  cases  of  Ringworm  and  Granular 
Ophthalmia . 

Table  I.  shows  the  number  of  notices  issued  to  parents 
(Form  M.I.  3)  and  the  diseases  in  respect  of  which  they 
were  issued.  5,225  such  notices  were  issued — 1,695  for 
the  boys  and  3,520  for  the  girls.  If  each  child  only 
received  one  notice  (and  a  number  received  two,  one  in 
respect  of  some  general  disease  and  one  in  respect  of  some 
defect  of  the  eye  or  ear),  these  figures  give  the  following 
percentages  on  the  total  number  examined  :  —  Boys, 
16*9%  ;  Girls,  37-5%  ;  both  sexes  taken  together,  26-9%. 
Owing  to  a  larger  number  of  children  being  examined 
this  year  than  last,  there  is  only  a  slight  percentage 
increase  in  the  figures  for  both  sexes  (26-9%  in  1911, 
26-5%  in  1910),  and  there  is  an  actual  percentage 
diminution  in  the  case  of  the  girls  (37-5%  in  1911, 
38*5%  in  1910). 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  more  than 
half  the  notices  are  issued  in  respect  of  the  diseases 
which  are  of  the  less  serious  import,  and  many  of  these 
are  of  the  nature  of  warnings  to  the  parents  of  the 
necessity  of  watchfulness  as  to  the  child’s  condition, 
rather  than  of  the  immediate  necessity  of  medical 
treatment.  Again,  in  previous  reports  reference  has  been 
made  to  the  very  scanty  information  available  as  to  the 
action  taken  by  parents  who  had  received  notices. 

To  secure  that  cases  requiring  medical  treatment 
should  be  sure  of  obtaining  it,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
receive  reliable  information  that  it  had  been  obtained, 
a  certain  course  of  action  was  proposed  in  last  year’s 
report.  For  various  reasons  and  after  discussion  the 
method  there  outlined  was  not  followed,  and  the  method 
of  “  following  up,”  which  is  described  below,  was 
arranged  and  was  brought  into  action  in  August,  1911, 
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after  the  summer  holidays.  The  excellent  success  which 
has  been  obtained  must  be  a  source  of  gratification  to 
the  Committee  as  it  is  to  the  officials  who  have  been 
responsible  for  its  working. 

Fuller  details  of  these  results  will  be  found  on  page  30 
under  the  head  of  Treatment ;  at  present  an  outline  of 
the  procedure  followed  will  be  sufficient. 

If  a  School  Medical  Officer  finds  any  child  on  examination 
to  be  delicate  or  to  be  suffering  from  any  slight  disease 
or  defect,  for  which  immediate  medical  treatment  is  not 
required,  he  or  she  fills  up  the  Notice  to  Parents 
(Form  M. 1. 3)  and  gives  it  to  the  parent  if  present  at  the 
examination  or  sends  it  to  the  parent  by  the  child, 
according  to  the  practice  which  has  been  followed 
heretofore. 

But  if  the  condition  of  the  child  appears  to  be  such 
that  medical  treatment  is  required,  the  Form  M.I.3  is 
sent  to  the  Education  Office  and  is  delivered  at  the 
child’s  home  by  one  of  the  School  Nurses,  who  advises 
the  parents  as  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  treatment 
and  the  means  of  doing  so.  A  circular  instructing  the 
Nurses  as  to  the  advice  to  be  given  to  the  parents  was 
drawn  up  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  explained 
by  him  to  them  soon  after  the  Schools  re-assembled. 

If  in  any  case  a  School  Medical  Officer  finds  a  child 
in  School  who  is  so  seriously  ill  that  the  delay  of  a  day 
or  two,  caused  by  the  above  routine,  would  be  dangerous 
he  or  she  requests  the  Head  Teacher  to  send  the  child 
home  with  a  note  pointing  out  the  illness  and  the  urgent 
need  of  treatment  and  also  to  send  the  Form.  M.I.3  to 
the  Office.  The  Nurse  sees  these  cases  also,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  receiving  the  Form. 

When  the  Nurse  finds,  on  further  visits,  that  the 
parents  either  decline  to  obtain  treatment  or  are  so 
dilatory  in  doing  so  that  the  child  is  suffering  in  health, 
she  serves  the  notice  (Form  M.I.24),  a  copy  of  which 
is  appended.  If  the  notice  has  been  of  the  necessity  for 
spectacles,  Form  M.I.26  is  used,  a  copy  of  which  is 
also  appended.

I  am  requested  by  the  Education  Committee  to  remind  you  that  you 
were  recently  informed  by  their  Medical  Officer  that  your  child 


required  medical  attendance  on  account  of  defective  eyesight.  As  you 
do  not  appear  to  have  acted  on  this  information,  they  desire  to  impress 
on  you  the  urgent  necessity  of  following  the  advice  given  you,  and  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  serious  consequences  which  may  result  from 
neglect  in  various  eye  defects  (see  overleaf),  from  one  of  which  your 
child  was  found  to  be  suffering. 

If  spectacles  are  prescribed,  the  safest  plan  is  to  get  a  Prescription 
for  the  Spectacles  from  a  Doctor,  either  from  your  own  Doctor  or  from 
the  Infirmary  or  Dispensary.  If  necessary,  I  will  try  to  help  you  to 
get  a  recommendation  for  one  of  these  Institutions. 

Wherever  you  get  the  Prescription  (or  whether  you  get  one  or  not) 
you  can  purchase  the  Spectacles  where  you  like,  for  no  one  has  any 
power  to  direct  that  they  shall  be  obtained  from  any  particular  Optician. 

The  Committee  have  arranged  with  Mr.  Benn  Franks,  of  44,  Savile 
Street,  for  reduced  prices  for  Spectacles.  The  prices  are  2/6,  4/6,  or  5/6, 
according  to  the  kind  of  lenses  required.  There  is  no  higher  price. 

We  have  a  special  scheme  of  weekly  contributions  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  pay  at  once  for  the  Spectacles  in  one  sum,  and  the  Head 
Teacher  of  the  School  can  tell  you  all  about  it  if  you  call  at  the  School. 

Full  information  on  any  point  connected  with  the  supply  of  Spectacles 
•will  be  willingly  given  on  application  at  the  School  or  at  these  Offices.

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PLEASE  NOTE 

Inflammation  of  the  eyes  (conjunctivitis)  may  lead  to  serious  or  even 
total  loss  of  sight  of  one  or  both  eyes. 

If  the  sight  of  one  eye  is  lost  the  other  must  be  carefully  watched, 
as  any  serious  disease  in  it  may  cause  total  blindness. 

Squint  causes  loss  of  sight  of  the  squinting  eye,  and  if  the  other 
becomes  diseased  total  blindness  may  result. 

Short  sight  (myopia)  is  often  a  progressive  disease,  the  sight  becoming 
worse  and  worse,  and  even  being  entirely  lost. 

Long  sight  (hypermetropia),  if  severe,  is  a  usual  cause  of  squinting, 
with  the  dangers  referred  to  above. 

All  the  three  errors — long  sight,  short  sight,  and  astigmatism — cause 
defective  vision,  and  often  lead  to  severe  headache  and  general 
ill-health. 


It  is  urgently  necessary  that  Children  suffering  from  any  of  the  above 
defects  should  receive  skilled  attention  so  as  to  derive  the  fullest  possible 
benefit  from  the  instruction  given  in  the  Schools.

If  the  Nurse  is  still  unsuccessful  in  persuading  the 
parents,  the  Superintendent  School  Officer  visits  them 
and  has  been  very  successful  in  overcoming  their 
objections. 

This  procedure  has,  as  already  stated,  been  followed 
with  the  most  gratifying  success,  and  so  far  no  action 
has  had  to  be  taken  against  any  parent  for  neglect,  but, 
if  such  cases  do  occur,  action  can  be  taken  under  the 
Children  Act. 

The  Nurse  continues  to  visit,  periodically,  the  home 
of  the  child  after  treatment  has  been  obtained,  to  see  that 
the  instructions  of  the  doctor  are  carried  out  and  does  not 
cease  her  visits  until  the  child  is  well  enough  to  return 
to  School.  She  also  reports  to  the  Head  Teacher  the 
result  of  her  visits,  so  that  the  space  provided  for  this 
entry  in  the  record  sheet  can  be  properly  filled  up. 

The  average  height  and  weight  of  the  children  examined 
in  1911  on  admission,  at  the  ages  of  7-8  and  of  10-11, 
and  on  leaving,  are  shown  in  Table  II.  The  boys  at  each 
age  are  slightly  (J-i  inch)  taller  than  last  year,  except 
at  the  ages  of  5-6,  when  the  average  is  \  inch  less,  and  at 
14-15  when  it  is  equal  to  that  of  last  year.  The  average 
with  the  girls  is,  however,  usually  |  inch  less  than  last 
year,  except  at  6-7  years,  when  it  is  only  J  inch  less  and 
at  7-8,  10-11  and  13-14,  when  the  averages  are  equal 
to  those  of  last  year. 

In  weight  the  average  for  the  boys  is  less  than  last  year 
at  the  age  of  14-15,  the  deficit  reaching  2f  lbs.,  and  at 
three  other  ages,  viz.,  6-7,  12-13  and  13-14  there  are 
small  deficits,  but  the  other  averages  are  larger  than 
those  of  last  year. 

All  the  averages  of  weight  among  the  girls  are  less  than 
last  year,  except  those  at  5-6  and  at  6-7,  the  deficit  being 
as  much  as  31bs.  at  the  age  of  14-15. 

In  the  Spring  of  1911,  a  request  was  circulated  among 
School  Medical  Officers  by  Drs.  Tuxford  and  Glegg,  the 
School  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  of  Holland, 
Lincolnshire,  and  of  the  County  of  Lindsey,  Lincolnshire, 
respectively,  asking  for  the  details  of  the  height  and 
weight  of  school  children  examined  in  the  years  1909 
and  1910.  Drs.  Tuxford  and  Glegg  were  furnished 
with  these  figures  as  regards  17  County  and  44  Urban 
districts,  among  the  latter  being  Hull,  and  have  incor¬ 
porated  them  in  their  investigations. 
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The  thanks  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
development  of  the  English  child  are  due  to  these  two 
gentlemen,  who  voluntarily  undertook  a  very  large 
amount  of  labour  in  examining  and  tabulating  these 
returns,  which  dealt  with  587,635  children.  They 
kindly  furnished  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  with  a  copy 
of  their  results.  Their  tables  are  not  only  much  more 
recent  than  those  at  present  in  common  use,  viz.,  the 
table  taken  from  Tidy’s  Legal  Medicine,  1882,  and  that 
of  the  Anthropometrical  Committee,  1883,  but  are 
deduced  from  the  examination  of  much  larger  numbers 
of  children. 

A  copy  of  the  former  of  the  above  tables  was  given  to 
each  School  Medical  Officer  in  Hull  in  1908  and  has  been 
used  until  the  end  of  1911  as  the  standard  of  the  normal 
height  and  weight  of  English  children. 

On  comparing  this  Table  with  the  figures  of  Drs.  Tuxford 
and  Glegg,  it  was  found  that  the  average  heights  and 
weights  found  by  them  were  in  almost  every  instance 
considerably  greater  than  those  in  the  1882  table.  The 
figures  from  these  newer  estimations  were  therefore 
printed  on  a  card  and  were  issued  to  the  School  Medical 
Officers  in  January,  1912,  to  take  the  place  of  those 
formerly  used.  This  card  is  here  reproduced  as  Table  III. 

As  in  October,  1911,  one  complete  tour  of  examinations 
in  the  Schools  had  been  made,  the  Senior  Medical  Officer 
availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  ascertain  the 
average  height  and  weight  of  all  the  children  attending 
the  Hull  Schools  at  the  ages  shown  in  the  above  tables, 
and  it  was  found  that  from  1st  October,  1908,  to  30th 
September,  1911,  55,591  children  (28,771  boys  and 
26,820  girls)  had  been  examined.  This  number  excludes 
children  of  the  ages  of  3-4  and  4-5  years,  who  were 
examined  in  1908  and  1909,  prior  to  the  raising  of  the 
age  of  admission  to  5  years,  which  took  effect  in  August, 
1909. 

It  is  certain  that  some  children  appear  twice  in  Table 
IV,  which  shows  the  results  of  this  investigation,  viz., 
such  as  those  who,  having  been  examined  on  admission 
at  the  age  of  5  or  6  years,  had  attained  the  age  of  7-8  in 
the  period  mentioned,  but,  as  these  were  examined  at 
different  ages,  it  does  not  invalidate  the  results. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  though  the  Hull 
children  are  an  exclusively  urban  population  and  Drs. 
Tuxford  and  Glegg ’s  figures  are  drawn  from  both  urban 
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and  rural  districts,  yet  in  both  height  and  weight  they 
stand  well  in  comparison. 

As  to  height,  the  Hull  boys  are  the  taller  at  the  ages  of 

6- 7  and  of  13-14  and  ecjual  to  the  others  at  10-11  and 
at  12-13  ;  the  girls  are  taller  at  12-13  and  13-14  and 
equal  at  7-8.  Both  boys  and  girls  appear  in  Hull 
temporarily  to  cease  growing  at  14,  but,  of  course,  the 
numbers  who  remain  at  School  over  14  years  of  age 
are  only  small  (732  boys  and  563  girls)  and  the  margin 
of  error  is  greater  in  dealing  with  such  small  figures. 

As  to  weight,  the  results  are  even  more  satisfactory, 
the  Hull  averages  being  greater  at  the  ages  of  7-8, 
10 — 11,  12-13,  13-14  for  the  boys  and  at  10-11,  12-13 
and  13-14  for  the  girls,  in  whose  case  the  average  at 

7- 8  is  equal  to  that  found  by  Drs.  Tuxford  and  Glegg. 
The  weight  also  of  the  Hull  children  temporarily  ceases 
to  increase  at  14  years. 

It  is  curious  to  notice  that  from  the  age  of  12  onwards 
the  girls  are  both  taher  and  heavier  than  the  boys. 

The  returns  as  to  the  nutrition  of  the  children,  which 
are  to  be  found  in  Table  V..  do  not  show  any  great  change 
from  former  years.  The  number  in  whom  the  nutrition 
is  returned  as  bad  is  very  satisfactorily  small,  viz., 
14,  -07%  (4  boys  and  10  girls)  out  of  19,368,  though  even 
this  is  a  slight  increase  on  last  year,  when  the  number 
was  12,  *05%  (7  boys  and  5  girls).  The  numbers  of  those 
whose  nutrition  is  returned  as  below  normal  is  also  only 
small,  7-7%  of  the  boys  and  17-1%  of  the  girls,  so  that 
over  92%  of  the  boys  and  over  82%  of  the  girls  were 
placed  in  the  classes  “  good  ”  or  “  normal.” 

The  classification  of  children  as  to  their  nutrition 
is  a  matter  of  extreme  difficulty,  and  the  range  of  opinion 
is  very  wide,  as  shown  by  the  Table  on  page  27  of  the 
Annual  Report  for  1910  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  in  which,  among  urban  districts, 
such  wide  divergencies  in  the  returns  as  the  following 
are  found : — At  Dover  the  nutrition  is  returned  as  “good  ” 
in  69*5%and  as  “normal”  in  20-4%,  while  at  Tynemouth, 
another  urban  district  and  also  a  seaport  and  health  resort, 
the  figures  are  given  as  9  •  2  %  “  good  ’  ’  and  61-0%“  normal . 5  ’ 

The  subject  has  been  discussed  at  every  meeting  of 
the  Hull  School  Medical  Officers  with  the  object  of  finding 
a  standard  on  which  all  could  rely.  As  some  assistance 
in  that  direction,  the  weight  per  inch,  in  ounces,  was 
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calculated  out  from  the  tables  of  Drs.  Tuxford  and 
Glegg  and  the  amount  was  printed  on  the  height  and 
weight  card  above  referred  to  (Table  I V. ) .  It  is,  however, 
evident  that  no  mere  ratio  of  weight  to  height  can 
give  a  correct  estimate  of  the  nutrition  of  the  child  ; 
there  are  diseased  states  in  which  this  ratio  may  be  above 
the  average,  and  a  child,  when  growing  quickly,  will  be 
below  the  average  without,  of  necessity,  being  in  any 
way  badly  nourished.  As  stated  by  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  estimation  of 
nutrition  at  any  single  medical  inspection  of  a,  child 
can  only  be  undertaken  in  a  general  and  practical  way 
and  depends  on  a  rapid  calculation  of  the  value  of  many 
factors,  the  carriage  and  alertness  of  the  child,  the 
firmness  of  its  tissues,  the  presence  of  subcutaneous  fat,  &c. 

It  is  not  probable  that  any  fixed  ratio,  such  as 
or  Oppenhei m’s  'gUgu.t.f,f0afi:dieWlgg  would  give  as  generally 
correct  results  as  an  estimate  founded  on  the  above 
factors,  even  though  most  of  them  are  not  capable  of 
numerical  expression. 

In  Table  VI.  are  summarised  such  facts  of  Personal 
History  as  are  found  on  the  record  sheets.  The 
percentages  as  to  Measles  show,  as  in  all  former  reports, 
that  more  than  half  of  the  children  have  suffered  from 
this  disease  before  they  are  admitted  to  School,  but  that 
in  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  the 
percentages  steadily  increase  at  the  higher  ages,  showing 
that  these  diseases  are  contracted  later  in  life,  and  that 
the  infection  may  be  acquired  in  School. 

The  results  of  medical  inspection  as  to  the  diseases  and 
defects  found  to  be  present  are  tabulated  in  Table  VII. 
under  the  heads  given  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  the 
Schedule  to  Circular  582.  The  percentages  there  given 
are  calculated  on  the  number  of  children  of  each  sex 
examined  at  each  period,  but  the  percentages  quoted  in 
the  text  of  the  report  refer,  unless  otherwise  stated,  to 
the  total  number  of  cases  of  the  disease  discovered  among 
the  total  number  of  children  examined. 

Three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  boys — 
39-7% — and  4,813  girls — 51-4% — are  reported  to  have 
decayed  teeth,  that  is,  to  have  from  3  to  5  decayed  teeth 
in  the  mouth  ;  797  boys — 7-9% — and  363  girls — 3*8% — 
to  have  much  decayed  teeth  (6  or  more  teeth  decayed) 
and  31  boys — 3% — and  132  girls — 1-4% — to  suffer  from 
Oral  Sepsis.

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  it  is  at  the  age  period  7-8  that 
in  both  boys  and  girls  the  teeth  are  at  the  worst,  but  the 
improvement  at  later  ages  depends  on  the  loss  of  teeth 
naturally  or  by  extraction,  and  not  to  any  extent  is  it 
the  result  of  treatment. 

ToJfsifse&  Five  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  children — 
Adenoids.  26-3%  (2,002  boys — 20% — and  3,222  girls — 34*4%) — 
were  reported  to  have  Enlarged  Tonsils,  and  1,658 
children — 8-5%  (497  boys — 4*9% — and  1,161  girls — 
12-4%) — to  have  Adenoid  Growths  in  the  throat. 

In  respect  of  these  diseases  1,583  notices  were  issued 
to  parents,  but  many  of  these  would  be  merely  to  call 
attention  to  their  presence.  It  will  be  possible  next  year, 
but  is  not  at  present,  to  ascertain  in  how  many  cases  the 
School  Medical  Officers  considered  treatment  immediately 
necessary. 

Eight  hundred  and  fifty-six — 4-4%  of  these  children  (153 
boys — 1-5% — and  703  girls — 7-5%) — are  returned  as 
mouth  breathers.  Some  of  the  Infant  Teachers  have 
given  a  short  time  morning  and  evening  to  training  the 
children  under  their  care  in  breathing  exercises  with  the 
mouth  shut.  They  report  that  a  good  deal  of  difficulty 
was  found  at  first  in  getting  the  children  to  do  this,  but 
that  with  some  practice  they  nearly  all  acquired  the 
habit.  If  such  breathing  exercises  were  practised  in  all 
the  Infants’  Departments,  it  would  reduce  the  number 
of  cases  of  Adenoids  and  their  ill  effects  and  be  specially 
valuable  to  the  increasing  number  of  children  who  have 
the  growths  removed.  Among  the  children  examined, 
147  (86  boys  and  61  girls)  had  undergone  this  operation, 
and  these  numbers  will  no  doubt  be  much  increased  in 
future  years  under  the  present  system  of  following  up  the 
cases. 

L^Stic  Four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four  children, 
GbSdsa  lc25-3%  (2,812  boys  28-1%  and  2,092  girls  22-3%)  are 
recorded  as  having  the  glands  of  the  neck  enlarged. 
This  is  a  considerable  reduction  on  the  numbers  last  year, 
when  they  were-T otal ,  33 •  6 %  (boys  44*0%  and  girls  22  •  3 %) . 
Three  hundred  and  nineteen  notices  to  parents  were 
issued  under  this  head,  a  number  which  also  shows  a 
reduction  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  difficulty  of 
arriving  at  a  standard  among  the  various  School  Medical 
Officers  as  to  when  glands  are  to  be  considered 
pathologically  enlarged,  and  also  at  what  point  they  are 
to  be  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the 
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Sight 


issuing  of  a  notice  to  parents  about  them,  has  been 
referred  to  in  former  reports. 

It  has  been  discussed  at  periodical  meetings  of  the 
School  Medical  Officers,  and  at  that  in  September,  1911, 
agreement  was  arrived  at  that  the  cervical  and 
submaxillary  glands  were  not  to  be  entered  as  “  enlarged  ” 
unless,  if  there  were  only  one  or  two,  they  attained  to  the 
size  of  an  almond  or,  if  smaller  than  tha  t,  the 
enlargement  must  affect  most  of  the  glands  in  the  region. 

The  regulation  whereby  the  sight  of  children  is  tested 
as  soon  as  they  attain  the  age  of  6  years  has  been  in  force 
the  whole  of  this  year.  The  results  of  these  examinations 
are  recorded  as  for  admission  cases,  but  only  25  boys 
(  8%)  and  44  girls  (1*6%)  at  this  age  are  recorded  as  having 
vision  less  than  6/9  (i.e.,  as  being  unable  to  read,  at  20  ft. 
distance,  type  which  they  should  have  read  at  30  ft.). 
At  later  ages  the  percentages  vary  from  7-8  to  9-9  for 
the  boys,  and  from  9-6  to  1T5  for  the  girls. 

At  the  age  of  6  years,  23  boys  ('8%).  and  29  girls  (1T%) 
had  already  begun  to  squint. 

That  the  examination  at  6  years  of  age,  instead  of 
waiting  until  the  next  age  period,  is  of  advantage  to  the 
children  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  48  boys  examined 
at  that  age,  33  were  found  to  have  sight  sufficiently 
defective  to  necessitate  a  notice  being  sent  to  their 
parents  and  of  the  73  girls  39.  If  the  parents  attend  to 
the  advice  given  in  a  fair  proportion  of  these  cases,  the 
improved  health  and  vision  of  the  children  will  amply 
justify  the  small  numerical  addition  to  the  examinations. 

Taking  all  age  periods  together,  the  vision  of  the  right 
eye  was  less  than  6/9  in  1407  children,  7*2%  (674  boys 
6-7%,  and  733  girls  7*8%)  and  of  the  left  in  1487,  7-6% 
(693  boys  6*9%,  and  794  girls  8-5%). 

As  has  been  noticed  in  former  years,  the  eyesight  is 
at  its  worst  with  both  boys  and  girls  at  the  7-8  and 
10-11  age  periods,  and  improves  at  the  age  for  leaving. 
The  refractive  defects  as  causes  of  this  loss  of  vision 
were  recorded  in  the  following  proportions  Astigmatism, 
the  most  common,  in  the  right  eye  in  489  cases,  2-5% 
(247  boys  2-4%,  and  242  girls  2-6%),  in  the  left  eye  in 
616  cases,  3-2%  (268  boys  2-6%,  and  348  girls  3-7%)  ; 
Hypermetropia  in  the  right  eye  in  345  cases,  1*8% 
(138  boys  1*4%,  and  207  girls  2-2%),  and  in  the  left  in 
199  cases,  1-0%  (130  boys  1*3%,  and  69  girls  -7%)  ; 
and  Myopia  in  the  right  eye  in  157  cases,  -8%  (83  boys 
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•8%.  and  74  girls  -8%),  and  in  the  left  in  170  cases,  -9% 
(58  boys  -5%,  and  112  girls  1-2%).  The  figures  as 
arranged  in  age  periods  in  Table  VII.  show  hardly  any 
evidence  of  the  effect  of  education  in  causing  an  increase 
in  refractive  defects. 

Squints  were  found  in  296  cases  (154  boys  1-5%,  and 
142  girls  1-5%).  Of  these,  88%  depended  on  some 
refractive  error  (44%  on  Hypermetropia,  33%  on 
Astigmatism,  the  rest  on  Myopia),  and  all  these,  had 
they  been  provided  early  enough  with  proper  spectacles, 
might  have  escaped  the  disfigurement  and  impairment 
of  sight  consequent  on  the  defect. 

Other  diseases  and  defects  of  the  eyes  were  found  in 
265  cases,  1-3%  (95  boys  *9%,  and"  170  girls  1*8%). 
Inflammation  of  the  eyelids  or  of  the  conjunctiva  was 
the  most  common  of  these,  and  opacities  of  the  cornea, 
the  result  of  disease  or  injury,  were  only  found  in  15  cases. 

Notices  to  parents  were  issued  in  respect  of  eye  diseases 
or  refractive  defects  in  959  cases,  4-9%  (487  boys  4-8%, 
and  472  girls  5%).  Much  the  largest  number  of  these 
notices  would  refer  to  the  necessity  for  spectacles,  and 
since  August  all  of  those  which  were  in  respect  of  serious 
defects  were  served  by  a  School  Nurse. 

The  investigation,  foreshadowed  last  year,  into  the 
effect  of  education  on  the  eyesight  of  the  children 
attending  Elementary  Schools  in  Hull  has  been  made 
since  the  conclusion  of  the  first  circuit  of  the  Schools  on 
30th  September,  1911. 

Myopia  and  Squint,  the  occurrence  of  which  in  pre¬ 
disposed  subjects  is  largely  increased  by  eye  strain, 
were  chosen  as  the  two  test  defects,  on  which  the 
conclusions  would  be  based.  The  former  (Myopia)  is 
much  the  more  important  and  yields  the  more  instructive 
results.  The  latter  gives  figures  which,  in  the  cases  of  the 
Schools  most  affected  by  the  former  defect,  confirm 
those  obtained  by  the  Myopia  test,  but  do  not  by  them¬ 
selves  lead  to  any  definite  conclusion. 

As  the  examination  of  children  on  admission  was  so 
irregularly  made,  the  figures  relating  to  them  had  to  be 
omitted,  and  only  those  relating  to  the  three  later  age 
periods  were  used. 

At  these  periods  there  were  examined  from  October  1st, 
1908,  to  September  30th,  1911,  41,636  children  (21,761 
boys  and  19,875  girls).  Among  them  432  (1-08%)  were 
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found  to  be  Myopic  in  one  or  both  eyes  (208  boys  *95%, 
and  224  girls,  1-13%).  Squint  was  found  in  532  cases, 
1-28%  (302  boys  1*39%,  and  230  girls  1*15%).

In  the  matter  of  Myopia,  the  girls  are  only  a  fractional 
percentage  worse  than  the  boys  in  the  aggregate,  and 
are  better  at  the  leaving  period.  This  is  contrary  to  the 
experience  of  other  Education  Authorities,  the  girls 
usually  showing  a  larger  proportion  of  this  defect  than 
the  boys.  Thus  Dr.  Butterworth  reports  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Education  Committee  that  Myopia 
or  Myopic  Astigmatism  was  found  in  3*4%  of  the  boys 
and  in  5*4%  of  the  girls  at  the  ages  of  12  and  13  years. 
Dr.  Hope,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School  Medical 
Officer  for  the  City  of  Liverpool,  in  commenting  in  his 
report  for  1910  on  the  usual  excess  of  defective  vision 
among  girls,  attributes  it  partly  to  the  strain  caused  by 
fine  sewing,  but  the  figures  for  Myopia  in  Hull  shew 
little  sign  of  this  effect. 

Squint  is,  both  in  the  aggregate  and  at  each  period, 
less  prevalent  among  girls  than  among  boys,  and  in  both 
sexes  the  percentage  decreases  with  advancing  age. 
This  can  only  result  from  treatment  being  obtained  either 
by  spectacles  or  operation,  and  the  desire  to  avoid 
disfigurement  will  account  for  the  greater  progressive 
improvement  among  girls. 

From  none  of  these  figures  can  it  be  deduced  that 
Elementary  Education  in  Hull  has  a  progressively 
detrimental  effect  on  eyesight,  for  though  there  is  a 
great  increase  of  Myopia  at  the  10-11  age  period  as 
compared  with  the  7-8,  yet  when  the  children  are  leaving 
School  this  increase  has  disappeared.  A  different  state 
of  affairs  is,  however,  revealed  when,  instead  of  taking 
the  figures  in  the  aggregate,  those  for  certain  of  the 
Schools  are  examined. 

A  Table  shewing  the  percentage  distribution  of  Myopia 
and  Squint  at  the  three  later  age  periods,  and  in  both 
sexes,  at  the  various  Schools  has  been  prepared  and  is 
deposited  at  the  Education  Office  for  examination,  but 
for  considerations  of  space  is  not  printed. 
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For  the  purposes  of  the  present  enquiry  a  School  is 
considered  to  show  evidence  of  having  an  ill  effect  on  the 
eyesight  of  the  children  when  the  percentages  of  Myopia 
at  the  succeeding  age  periods  show  a  progressive  increase 
and  when  this  evidence  is  supported  by  a  similar 
progressive  increase  in  the  percentages  of  Squint  or  by 
an  excess  of  these  latter  percentages  over  the  average. 
Only  four  such  Schools  were  found,  viz.,  Dal  try  Street 
Boys5*,  St.  Mary’s  Wilton  Street  Boys’*,  Northumberland 
Avenue  Boys’  and  South  Myton  Boys’.  At  Daltry  Street 
the  girls  showed  an  excessive  amount  of  Myopia,  but  it 
did  not  increase  progressively  in  the  later  age  periods. 

Two  Schools  showed  percentages  above  the  average 
for  both  Myopia  and  Squint,  but  in  neither  case  was  there 
a  progressive  increase,  viz.,  Clifton  Street  Girls’  and 
Williamson  Street  Girls’. 

Six  Schools — Buckingham  Street  Boys’,  Mersey  Street 
Boys’,  Park  Road  Boys’,  Scarbro’  Street  Boys’,  Sir  H. 
Cooper  Girls’  and  St.  James’  Girls’,  show  progressively 
increasing  percentages  of  Myopia,  but  the  Squint 
percentages  do  not  confirm  these  results.  No  further 
examination  of  these  six  Schools  was  made,  but  those 
(also  six  in  number)  before-named  were  all  specially  visited. 

Dr.  Hope,  in  his  report  above  referred  to,  gives  details 
of  an  investigation  into  the  distribution  of  defective 
vision  in  general  (but  not  specially  of  Myopia)  among  the 
children  attending  Schools  in  the  outskirts,  in  the  centre 
and  in  intermediate  districts  of  the  city  respectively,  and 
shows  that  defect  was  found  in  13-9%  of  the  boys  and 
13-3%  of  the  girls  attending  outskirt  schools,  in  15-1%  of 
the  boys  and  20%  of  the  girls  attending  those  in  inter¬ 
mediate  districts,  and  in  24-3%  of  the  boys  and  30-5% 
of  the  girls  in  the  central  schools.  He,  however,  considers 
that  possibly  the  want  of  use  of  the  eyesight  for  distance, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  open  spaces  in  the  heart  of  the  city 
and  also  possibly  poorer  nourishment,  may  be  among  the 
causes  of  this  defect  in  the  central  scholars.  A  similar  view  is 
held  by  Dr.  Wheatley,  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  County 
of  Shropshire,  who  reports  that  while  only  8-8%  of  the 
boys  and  12-7%  of  the  girls  attending  country  schools 


*The  progressive  increase  of  Myopia  at  Daltry  Street  School,  and  of 
Squint  at  St:  Mary’s  was  not  perfect,  the  leaving  figures  being  slightly 
below  those  at  the  10-11  period,  but  still  above  the  average  for  the 
children  generally. 
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showed  defective  vision,  the  figures  for  those  attending 
town  schools  were  18-4%  and  22-9%  respectively. 

Dr.  Hope,  however,  shows  that  the  lighting  of  the 
Schools  has  its  effect,  because,  taking  the  number  of  cases 
of  defective  eyesight  in  two  “outskirts”  Schools,  one 
with  good,  the  other  with  poor  fighting,  he  found  that  in 
the  former,  among  the  boys,  they  amounted  to  12-97%, 
among  the  girls  13-08,  and  in  the  latter,  among  the  boys, 
to  16-00%,  and  among  the  gir's  to  13-92%.  In  two 
Schools  in  the  intermediate  district  the  similar  figures 
were  in  the  well-lighted  school,  for  the  boys,  13-45%  and 
for  the  girls  18-44%,  and  in  the  poorly-lighted,  for  the 
boys,  18-31%  and  for  the  girls  23-28%. 

In  a  special  report  made  by  Dr.  Palgrave  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  County  of  Middlesex,  on  the  same 
subject,  he  shows  that,  while  21-1%  of  the  children 
attending  a  well-lighted  School  had  defective  sight, 
26-9%  was  the  proportion  among  those  attending  one 
which  was  badly  lighted. 

It  thus  appears  to  be  the  generally  received  opinion  of 
School  Medical  Officers  that  while  the  position  of  a 
School  in  the  centre  of  a  town,  as  compared  with  one  on 
its  outskirts,  or  even  in  the  country,  carries  with  it  an 
inferior  quality  of  eyesight,  which  may  be  due  to  the 
conditions  of  life  of  the  children,  yet  the  lighting  of  the 
School,  if  insufficient,  has  a  powerful  effect  in  increasing 
any  defect  which  may  be  present. 

Examining  from  this  point  of  view  the  six  Schools  in 
Hull  the  figures  from  which  appear  to  show  most 
definitely  an  effect  of  the  School  on  the  eyesight  of  the 
scholars,  viz.,  Daltry  Street  Boys’,  St.  Mary’s  Boys’, 
Northumberland  Avenue  Boys’,  South  Myton  Boys’, 
Clifton  Street  Girls’  and  Williamson  Street  Girls’,  these 
may  all  be  described  as  “  central  ”  Schools,  for  those 
which  might  be  called  “  intermediate,”  viz.,  Northum¬ 
berland  and  Clifton  Street,  are  situated  in  densely 
populated  or  manufacturing  neighbourhoods.  But  there 
are  other  Schools  quite  as  central,  e.g.,  Lincoln  Street 
Boys’  and  Fountain  Road  Boys’,  which  hardly  return  any 
cases  of  Myopia  at  all.  It  thus  appears  that  there  may  be 
something  in  the  Schools  themselves  which  causes  more 
eye  strain  than  is  found  in  other  and  neighbouring 
Schools. 

These  six  Schools  were  specially  visited.  Only  one 
of  them — Northumberland  Avenue- — can  be  described 
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as  a  modern  School,  having  been  built  in  1897.  Clifton 
Street  was  built  in  1889,  but  all  the  others  are  more  than 
35  years  old  and  were  built  before  the  present  large 
experience  of  School  construction  had  been  acquired. 
Some  of  them  have  been  modernised.  Thus  in  South 
Myton  the  principal  defect  which  could  be  found  was 
cross  lighting.  In  Clifton  Street  the  same  defect  was 
found,  but  could  be  remedied  by  rearrangement  of  desks 
and  supplying  dark  blinds  to  some  of  the  windows. 
Daltry  Street  and  Williamson  Street  are  one-storey 
Schools  and  are  closely  surrounded  by  other  buildings, 
especially  the  former.  Northumberland  Avenue  has 
cross  lighting  in  its  main  room  and  also  seemed  deficient 
in  light.  A  re-arrangement  of  the  desks  would  be  of 
benefit  in  these  three  Schools  also,  and  any  means  of 
improving  the  lighting  where  it  is  found  to  be  deficient. 

Hearing.  Only  six  children  were  returned  as  “  very  deaf,”  that 
is,  unable  to  hear  a  moderate  shout  uttered  by  a  person 
standing  8  feet  away  from  them  ;  this  is  a  great  reduction 
on  last  year’s  figures,  when  39  were  returned  under  this 
head;  163, ‘-8%  (69  boys  -7%,  and  94  girls  1-0%)  were 
returned  as  “  deaf,”  that  is,  as  only  able  to  hear  the  shout 
as  above  described  and  not  the  ordinary  voice.  These 
figures  also  show  a  very  substantial  reduction  on  those 
for  last  year. 

On  examination  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer, 
purulent  otitis  media  was  found  to  be  the  most  frequent 
disease,  133  cases  *7%  (56  boys  *5%,  and  77  girls  -8%). 

Notices  were  sent  to  parents  in  respect  of  ear  disease 
in  117  cases — 46  bovs  and  71  girls. 

Meatai  The  number  of  children  returned  as  mentally  defective 
°n  llon*is  rather  smaller  than  last  year,  37,  -2%  (11  boys  -1%, 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  26  girls  *3%).  Eleven  of  these 
children  (4  boys  and  7  girls)  were  admission  cases,  and 
will  probably  have  improved  before  the  next  examination. 
No  imbeciles  were  found  during  the  year’s  inspection, 
but  660  children  (79  boys  and  581  girls)  were  described  as 
nervous,  excitable,  backward,  dull  or  under  similar  heads. 

speech.  Seventy-five  children  (47  boys  and  28  girls)  were  found 
to  stammer,  and  466  (142  boys  and  324  girls)  to  have 
minor  defects,  such  as  lisping. 

The  more  serious  diseases  and  defects  are  recorded  in 
Table  VII.  under  the  usual  headings.

Tubercle. 


Valvular  heart  disease  was  found  to  be  present  in  278 
children,  1-4%  (103  boys  1-0%  and  175  girls  1-9%)  and 
other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  in  510  cases, 
2-6%  (121  boys  1-2%,  and  389  girls  4*1%).  Under  both 
heads  there  is  a  slight  decline  in  the  number  of  cases 
among  the  boys,  and  a  slight  increase  among  the  girls. 

Bronchitis  is  reported  in  almost  exactly  the  same 
percentage  of  cases  as  last  year,  1,041  cases,  5-3% 
(297  boys  2-9%,  and  744  girls  7-9%).  The  numbers  show 
the  usual  rapid  fall  at  the  later  age  periods.  Other  non- 
tubercular  diseases  of  the  lungs  were  present  in  140  cases, 
•7%  (27  boys  *2%,  and  113  girls  1*2%). 

Although  the  discussion  in  medical  circles  and  journals 
as  to  the  prevalence  of  tubercle  among  children  still 
continues,  and  those  who  argue  that  its  prevalence  is 
greater  than  is  usually  accepted  quote  figures  in  support 
of  their  views  of  from  16%  up  to  30%  or  more,  yet  the 
average  of  the  findings  of  School  Medical  Officers  quoted 
by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
his  annual  report  for  1910  gives  no  support  to  such  views. 
Indeed,  in  the  table  which  he  prints  on  page  72  a  steady 
yearly  decrease  in  the  amount  of  tubercle  is  shown  for 
the  three  years,  during  which  there  has  been  medical 
inspection,  the  percentages  for  routine  inspections  being 
for  1908  (1-02%),  for  1909,  (-75%),  and  for  1910,  (*67%). 
Of  course,  where  special  examinations,  i.e examinations 
of  children  selected  because  they  appear  to  be  in  bad 
health,  are  included  with  the  routine  examinations,  the 
figures  are  larger,  viz.,  1908,  1*31%;  1909,  1-22%;  and 
1910,  1-09%;  but  still  show  an  annual  decrease. 

Taking  the  towns  in  1910  not  one  is  quoted  as  returning 
more  than  2-22%,  as  the  percentage  of  cases  of  tubercle 
found  at  routine  examinations,  and  no  county  as  more 
than  1-38%.  Worcestershire,  as  usual,  returns  the  largest 
proportion,  4-18%,  but  includes  special  as  well  as  routine 
cases  in  that  percentage. 
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Hull  in  1910  returned  160  cases  of  recognised  tubercle, 
or  -85%,  as  compared  with  -67%  for  the  whole  country. 
This  year  the  figures  are  as  shown  below  : —

The  figures  give  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  pulmonary  tubercle  (consumption)  actual  or 
suspected  as  compared  with  last  year,  14  cases  of  actual 
as  compared  with  33  last  year,  and  155  cases  of  suspected 
as  compared  Avith  245  last  year,  and  the  percentage  for 
all  forms  of  tubercle  is  1-78%  (1*00%  boys,  and  2-65% 
girls),  as  compared  with  2T5%  (1-38%  boys  and  2*99% 
girls)  last  year. 

If,  however,  the  suspected  cases  of  lung  disease  are 
deducted  there  are  left  170  cases,  -88%  (68  boys  -68%, 
and  122  girls,  1-30%).  This  percentage  is,  therefore,  a 
small  fraction  above  last  year,  *88%,  as  compared  with 
•85%,  the  reason  being  that  there  are  more  than  twice 
as  many  cases  of  disease  of  the  bones  and  joints,  active 
or  healed,  reported  this  year  than  last,  69,  as  compared 
with  30. 

If  the  actual  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercle  (consumption) 
are  taken  they  are  this  year  14,  -07%,  as  against  33  last 
year,  -17%.  The  percentage  of  cases  of  actual  pulmonary 
tubercle  returned  among  children  examined  as  routine 
cases  in  1910  in  England  and  Wales  works  out  at  *28%, 
this  result  being  for  the  urban  and  rural  districts 
combined.  Hull,  therefore,  as  an  urban  district,  stands 
in  an  extremely  good  position  in  respect  of  this  disease. 

Since  August,  1911,  all  the  actual  and  suspected  cases 
are  entered  in  the  re-examination  registers  for  further 
examination.  Of  5  cases  of  actual  pulmonary  tubercle 
which  had  come  up  for  re-examination  in  that  period 
2  were  found  to  have  got  worse,  2  were  stationary,  and 
1  had  improved,  and  of  29  suspected  cases  only  1  had 
become  worse,  18  were  stationary,  and  10  improved. 
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The  notice  to  parents  Form  M.I.  3  is,  in  all  cases  of 
actual  or  suspected  tubercle,  served  on  the  parents  by 
a  School  Nurse,  who  advises  them  as  to  the  management 
of  the  child.  The  instructions  given  to  the  Nurses  by  the 
Senior  Medical  Officer  as  to  the  advice  to  be  given  are  as 
follows  : — 44  Until  medical  advice  is  obtained  and 
afterwards  in  agreement  with  the  doctor’s  instructions, 
advise  that  the  window  of  the  room  in  which  the  child  is, 
be  kept  open  day  and  night,  that  the  child  should  be  in  a 
bed  by  itself  and  warmly  covered.  If  there  is  any 
expectoration,  it  is  to  be  kept  moist  (by  spitting  into  a 
vessel  containing  a  very  little  water  or  weak  disinfectant) 
until  it  can  be  destroyed,  preferably  by  burning,  which 
should  be  done  at  least  once  a  day.  Handkerchiefs, 
spoons,  forks  and  all  utensils  used  by  the  child  should 
be  disinfected  by  boiling,  and  on  no  account  should 
any  food  which  he  has  commenced  to  eat  be  finished 
by  any  other  person.” 

Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercle  were  excluded  from 
school  on  certificate  (see  Table  VIII.). 

For  the  suspected  cases,  the  open  air  school  which  is 
under  discussion  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value. 

Nervous  Twenty  children  (6  boys  and  14  girls)  were  reported 
system,  to  suffer  from  epilepsy  ;  18  (4  boys  and  14  girls)  from 
Chorea  and  92  (30  boys  and  62  girls)  from  other  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system.  The  total  number  of  cases  of 
nervous  disease  reported  is  substantially  less  than  last 
year — 130  cases  as  against  166. 

Rickets.  The  number  of  children  showing  signs  of  Rickets  is 
almost  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  1152,  5-9%  (boys 
424,  4-2%;  girls  728,  7-7%). 

The  age  distribution  in  Table  VII.  shows  how  much 
more  severely  the  girls  suffer  at  the  earlier  ages,  when 
their  home  conditions  are  even  less  hygienic  than  those 
of  the  boys. 

However,  as  in  former  years,  the  disease  cannot  have 
been  considered  severe  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  for 
only  16  notices  were  issued  to  parents. 

andecco0n.s  The  cases  of  these  diseases  recorded  in  Table  VII.  are 
Diseases  ^10se  which  were  discovered  during  routine  examination 
and  were  unsuspected  by  the  teachers.  They  comprised 
14  cases  of  Diphtheria,  2  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  13  of  Measles, 
as  well  as  cases  of  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps  and  Whooping 
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Defor¬

Cough.  These  were  all  liable  to  be  centres  of  infection 
and  their  discovery  must  have  prevented  the  occurrence 
of  School  epidemics. 

When  a  child  returns  to  School  after  having  been 
absent  on  account  of  illness  for  a  few  days  without  any 
medical  certificate,  it  would  be  well  that  the  teacher,  if 
on  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  child  had  been  suffering 
from  sore  throat,  and  especially  if  it  was  stated  that  other 
persons  in  the  same  house  had  been  similarly  affected, 
should  ask  for  a  special  visit  from  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  that  if  there  is  any  suspicion  of  diphtheria 
a  swab  should  be  taken.  In  some  cases  this  has  been 
done  during  the  vear,  and  cases  of  sore  throat,  which  the 
parents  had  not  thought  of  sufficient  importance  to 
require  medical  treatment,  have  been  found  to  be 
diphtheritic. 

These  cases  and  those  of  the  contagious  diseases  are 
also  included  in  Table  VIII.  with  those  found  on  special 
inspection,  and  will  be  further  considered  with  them. 

Only  5  cases  of  Congenital  Syphilis  are  returned, 
but  23  of  “  Hutchinson  ”  teeth,  one  of  the  most  reliable 
signs  of  the  condition,  and  even  this  latter  number  is 
probably  far  below  the  actual  number  of  cases. 

Spinal  curvature  of  various  degrees  was  only  reported 
in  about  one  half  as  many  cases  as  last  year,  viz.  : — 
1097,  5-6%  (835  boys  8-3%,  and  262  girls  2-8%). 

Most  of  these  again  were  cases  in  which  drill  and 
attention  to  position  in  sitting  would  produce  a  cure. 
Notices  to  parents  were  issued  respecting  129  of  the 
cases. 

Other  deformnies  of  every  degree  of  importance  down 
to  the  most  trivial  were  recorded  in  1586  cases,  but 
only  in  87  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  issue  a  notice 
to  the  parents. 

Diseases  and  defects  not  to  be  classified  under  the 
above  heads  were  found  in  1,858  cases. 

Angemia  was  responsible  for  more  than  half  of  these 
cases,  981,  5-0%  (183  boys  1-8%,  798  girls  8-5%). 
Here,  as  in  the  case  of  bronchitis  and  rickets,  the  effect 
of  stuffy  rooms  and  frequently  of  over-clothing,  is  shown 
in  the  large  preponderance  of  cases  among  the  girls. 
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Cases  of  skin  disease  (excluding  those  of  a  contagious 
character)  numbered  303,  1-5%,  about  equally  divided 
between  the  girls  and  the  boys. 

Hernia  was  reported  to  be  present  in  148  cases,  -7% 
(120  boys,  1-2%,  and  28  girls,  -3%).  In  9  cases  (7  boys 
and  2  girls)  had  the  hernia  been  cured  by  operation  before 
the  examination. 

Other  diseases  of  the  digestive  system  and  of  the 
urinary  system  are  only  rarely  recorded,  and  these,  with 
a  number  of  unclassified  diseases,  make  up  the  last 
element  in  Table  VII.,  “  Other  diseases,”  the  total  being 
426,  132  for  the  boys,  and  294  for  the  girls. 


Of  the  10,003  boys  examined  1,504,  15%,  are  reported 
to  have  clothing  which  was  described  as  “  fair,”  and  379, 
3-7%,  as  having  clothing  described  as  “  bad  ”  ;  of  the 
9,365  girls  1,481,  15-8%,  had  “  fair,”  and  297,  3T%,  had 
“  bad  ”  clothing.  Thus  18-7%  of  the  boys  and  18-9% 
of  the  girls  had  clothing  which  was  described  as  worse 
than  good.  As  to  boots — of  the  boys,  1,264,  12-6%,  had 
“fair”  boots,  411,  4T%,  had  “bad”  boots,  and  208,2-0%, 
had  none  at  ail  ;  of  the  girls,  1,445,  15-4%,  had  “  fair  ” 
boots,  337,  3-6%,  had  “  bad  ”  boots,  and  20,  -2%,  had 
none  at  all.  Thus  18-7%  of  the  boys,  and  19-2%  of  the 
girls  had  either  no  boots  or  shoes,  or  such  as  were 
described  as  worse  than  good.  These  figures  show  a 
slight  improvement  for  the  boys  on  last  year,  when  they 
were  for  clothing  19-9%,  and  for  boots  19-6%,  but  a 
slight  falling  off  for  the  girls,  for  whom  last  year’s  figures 
were  for  clothing  18-3%,  and  for  boots  18-5%. 


It  is  gratifying  to  have  to  report  that  this  year  there  is 
numerical  evidence  that  the  untiring  work  of  the  teachers 
and  School  Nurses  is  bearing  fruit  in  the  increased 
cleanliness  and  reduced  amount  of  pediculosis  among  the 
children. 


In  the  annual  reports  for  the  years  1909  and  1910  it 
had  to  be  stated  that,  though  there  was  a  general 
agreement  by  all  observers  that  the  grosser  forms  of  filth 
and  the  presence  of  masses  of  vermin  were  becoming 
rarer  and  even  disappearing,  yet  the  numbers  of  children 
on  whom  the  School  Medical  Officers  reported  the 
presence  of  pediculi,  or  of  “  nits,”  showed  rather  an 
increase  than  a  decrease.

In  1911,  the  School  Nurses  paid  12,701  visits  to  the 
homes  of  children  and  2,136  to  the  various  school 
departments,  and  during  the  latter  visits  they  examined 
43,393  children;  though  the  two  former  figures  are 
smaller  than  last  year,  the  last  one  is  greater,  31,755 
children  having  been  examined  in  1910.  These 
examinations  were  made  under  the  signed  authority  of 
the  Senior  School  Medical  Officer,  under  Section  1 22  of  the 
Children  Act,  1908,  and  at  them  the  Nurses  discovered, 
or  had  presented  to  them  by  the  teachers,  1,083  cases 
of  children  whose  heads  were  found  to  harbour  pediculi 
as  against  1,619  last  year,  and  682  cases  of  children 
whose  bodies  or  clothing  were  filthy  or  verminous,  as 
against  562  last  year.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that 
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the  visits  both  to  the  homes  and  departments  are  made 
for  many  other  purposes  beside  the  discovery  of 
pediculosis  or  filth. 

Of  these  1,765  cases,  513  are  still  under  the  observation 
of  the  nurses,  or  have  left  the  City.  The  remainder  were 
either  cleansed  by  the  parents  under  the  nurses5 
supervision,  or  by  the  nurses  themselves  at  the  Baths 
provided  by  the  City  Sanitary  Authority.  Of  relapsing 
cases  which  had  to  be  cleansed  twice  in  the  year  there 
were  100  ;  which  had  to  be  cleansed  3  times,  10  ;  and 
4  times,  2. 

Summonses  under  the  Children  Act  for  permitting  their 
children  to  become  filthy  and  verminous  were  taken  out 
during  the  year  against  18  parents  in  respect  of  26  children, 
1  case  was  dismissed,  and  the  remainder  were  fined  from 
one  to  ten  shillings. 

The  Provision  of  Meals  Act  (1906)  continues  to  be 
administered  as  during  last  year,  and  the  dietary  continues 
to  be  that  which  was  approved  by  the  Senior  Medical 
Officer  and  Or.  Maclean  in  January,  1910,  with  the 
exception  that  Irish  stew  has  been  substituted  for  tripe 
in  the  Thursday’s  meal.  The  reports  of  the  supervisors 
showed  that  frequently  children  who  were  not 
accustomed  to  it  refused  to  eat  the  tripe,  and  the  change 
is  therefore  advantageous. 

The  dietary  is  now  : — 

Monday — Soup  and  bread,  suet  pudding  and  treacle. 

Tuesday — Irish  stew,  bread  pudding. 

Wednesday — Minced  meat  and  potato,  rice  pudding. 

Thursday — Irish  stew,  jam  roll. 

Friday — Meat  and  potato  pie,  rice  pudding,  or  boiled 

fish  and  potatoes  and  rice  pudding,  or  soup  and  bread, 

rice  pudding  and  stewed  fruit. 

Though  at  most  of  the  Canteen  Centres  fish  is  provided 
on  Fridays,  yet  the  reports  show  that  at  some,  Roman 
Catholic  children  still  have  on  that  day  to  make  their 
meal  of  the  pudding  course.  It  would  be  well  if  it  could  be 
arranged  that  all  such  children  should  attend  centres  at 
which  fish  is  provided. 

The  cooking,  service,  cleanliness  and  discipline  are  the 
subject  of  reports  by  the  Superintendent  of  Cookery, 
Miss  Dawson,  by  the  supervisors  appointed  to  keep  order, 
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and  by  the  School  Attendance  Officers  who  pay  frequent 
visits  to  the  Canteen  Centres.  These  reports  have  been 
inspected  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer.  In  those  for  the 
earlier  part  of  the  year  disorderliness  and  crowding  were 
sometimes  noted,  but  during  the  latter  part  no  such  notes 
are  found. 

During  the  holidays  the  feeding  of  the  most  necessitous 
children  was  continued,  the  cost  being  covered  by 
private  subscription. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  have  always  been  in  the 
habit  of  giving  to  the  teacher  the  names  of  children  whom 
they  considered  to  be  in  need  of  meals,  and  teachers  also 
are  now  authorised  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  respecting  any  child  about  whom  they 
may  be  in  doubt  as  to  whether  he  or  she  is  suffering  from 
disease  oi  from  want  of  food,  or  about  any  child  who  does 
not  appear  to  be  deriving  benefit  from  the  meals.  School 
Medical  Officers  are  also  asked  to  make  any  suggestion  as 
to  special  diet  for  any  child,  and  as  far  as  possible  their 
recommendations  are  carried  out. 

Treatment  an  objection  frequently  urged  against  medical 

Follow-  inspection  of  school  children  that  it  is  merely  a  means 

mg  up.  ^  making  up  statistics  and  that  no  practical  benefit 
accrues  from  it  to  the  children. 

The  figures  which  follow  will  show  that,  as  the 
“  following  up  ”  of  cases  is  now  carried  out  in  Hull,  this 
objection  is  entirely  answered,  and  the  Education 
Committee  must  have  great  pleasure  in  finding  that 
the  arrangements,  which  they  sanctioned  and  which 
came  into  force  in  August  1911,  have  met  with  such 
complete  success.  Since  that  date,  in  all  cases  in  which 
medical  treatment  is  required,  Form  M.I.3  is  served  on 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  child  by  a  School  Nurse, 
as  described  on  pages  7  and  8,  and  654  of  such  notices 
have  been  thus  served.  These  notices  were  issued  to 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  574  children  and  therefore, 
in  80  cases,  notices  were  issued  respecting  the  same  child, 
but  for  two  diseases.  In  only  19  of  these  cases  did  the 
parents  refuse  to  obtain  treatment;  12  of  these  were 
cases  where  decayed  teeth  required  attention,  3  were 
cases  of  adenoids  or  enlarged  tonsils,  and  2  of  sight, 
defective  on  account  of  astigmatism.  In  none  of  these 
cases  was  action  taken  in  the  Police  Court  against  the 
parents  as,  after  consultation  with  the  School  Medical 
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Officer,  it  did  not  seem  that  the  neglect  was  sufficiently 
flagrant  to  warrant  this  course. 

One  case  was  reported  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children  and  pressure  by  the  agent  of  this 
Society  was  successful  in  causing  the  parents  to  obtain 
the  necessary  treatment.  Two  children  left  the  town 
before  treatment  was  obtained  and  177  cases  are  not 
yet  completed. 

Of  the  477  cases  completed,  459,  96-2%,  obtained  treat¬ 
ment.  These  remarkably  successful  figures  show  that  by 
the  plan  of  serving  the  notices  on  the  parents  by  the  School 
Nurses  and  the  following  up  of  the  notices  by  visits  of 
the  Nurses  and  Superintendent  School  Officer,  it  is 
possible  to  obtain  treatment  for  the  children  from 
existing  agencies.  Of  the  459  treated  cases,  273  are 
reported  to  have  received  treatment  at  the  Infirmary, 
Children’s  Hospital  or  Dispensary,  and  128  from  private 
medical  men,  while  the  remainder  received  dental  or 
other  treatment.  These  figures  are  only  for  the  four 
months  during  which  this  method  has  been  in  operation, 
but  if  a  similar  proportion  continues  the  number  of 
notices  served  by  the  Nurses  in  the  year  will  be  about 
1,500,  the  merely  warning  notices  about  3,500. 

Examining  in  a  little  more  detail  the  diseases,  in 
respect  of  which  these  notices  were  issued,  it  is  found 
that  among  the  477  completed  cases,  96  were  for  tonsils 
and  adenoids  ;  as  already  noted  the  parents  refused  to 
obtain  treatment  in  3  of  these  cases,  but  the  rest  were 
put  under  treatment,  62  at  one  of  the  charitable 
institutions,  31  under  private  medical  men. 

Decayed  teeth,  57  cases,  in  12  of  which  no  action  was 
taken. 

Lung  diseases,  35  cases,  all  treated. 

Hernia,  7  cases,  all  treated. 

The  notices  in  respect  of  refractive  defects,  were  served 
by  the  nurses  in  all  except  the  slighter  cases  of  Astigmatism 
and  Hypermetropia.  Seventy  such  notices  were  issued 
and  in  62  cases  spectacles  have  been  obtained ;  in  6  cases 
further  examination  appeared  to  show  that  they  were 
not  required,  and  in  3  cases  the  contribution  cards  under 
the  periodical  payment  scheme  for  obtaining  spectacles 
have  been  taken  up  by  the  parents. 
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In  the  41  cases  of  ear  disease,  most  of  which  would  be 
cases  of  purulent  otitis  media,  treatment  was  obtained 
in  40,  and  in  the  other  the  discharge  having  ceased, 
the  parent  promised  to  obtain  treatment  if  it  recurred. 

If  such  results  as  these  can  be  obtained  by  the  use 
of  existing  agencies  and  without  complaint  of  over¬ 
crowding  from  the  charitable  institutions,  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  necessity  in  Hull  to  call  any  new 
agency  into  existence. 

In  the  matter  of  the  treatment  and  preservation  of  the 
teeth,  however,  there  is  no  doubt  that  more  might  be 
done.  During  the  year  only  694  notices  were  issued 
for  dental  defects,  and  the  School  Medical  Officers  state 
that  they  would  issue  a  considerably  larger  number  if 
there  was  any  chance  of  the  children  obtaining 
satisfactory  treatment.  Arrangements  whereby  such 
treatment  could  be  obtained  under  the  management 
of  the  Education  Committee  would  undoubtedly 
prevent  much  pain  and  damage  to  health. 

The  nurses  when  treatment  is  obtained,  instruct  the 
mothers  how  to  carry  it  out,  but  do  not  themselves  do 
more  than  is  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and  do  not 
themselves  initiate  any  treatment  beyond  what  is 
permitted  by  the  circular  issued  to  them  in  August,  1909. 

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  these  diseases 
continue  to  work  satisfactorily  on  the  lines  described  in 
former  reports.  A  wide-spread  epidemic  of  measles 
occurred  in  the  city  during  the  first  3  months  of  the 
year  and  greatly  affected  School  attendance,  but  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  close  any  School  or  department. 
The  School  Medical  Officers  made  frequent  visits  to  the 
Schools  during  the  period  and  excluded  suspicious 
cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease  found  among 
children  brought  up  for  routine  examination  are  recorded 
in  Table  VII.  They  are  also  included  among  those 
recorded  in  Table  VIII.  which  comprises  all  cases  actual 
or  suspected  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  excluded 
from  the  School  on  certificate  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers.  These  numbered  601.  Among  them  are  two 
cases  of  pulmonary  tubercle,  which  were  excluded  as 
sources  of  danger  to  their  companions. 
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No  case,  actual  or  suspected,  of  Typhoid  Fever  or  of 
Smallpox  was  met  with  during  the  year.  Of  the 
remaining  major  infectious  diseases,  91  cases  were 
excluded,  13  of  Scarlet  Fever,  29  of  Diphtheria  and 
49  of  Measles.  Of  the  swabbings  taken  from  the  cases 
of  Diphtheria,  8  were  positive  and  1  doubtful.  As  was 
pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report,  the  number  of 
negative  findings  is  a  proof  of  how  carefully  the  merely 
suspicious  cases  are  investigated  and  the  other  scholars 
protected  by  the  exclusion  of  possible  sources  of  infection. 
X  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Mason,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  to  Mr.  Tankard,  City  Analyst,  for  the  figures  as  to 
the  swabbings,  as  also  for  those  given  later  as  to 
Ringworm. 


Of  the  less  important  infectious  diseases' — Chicken  Fox, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps — only  3  cases  (of  Mumps) 
were  found  in  the  Senior  Departments,  the  remaining 
68  cases — 43  of  Chicken  Pox,  20  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
35  of  Mumps — coming  from  the  Junior  and  Infants’ 
Departments. 

Thirty-two  cases  of  the  infectious  skin  disease 
Impetigo  and  59  cases  of  Ophthalmia  were  excluded, 
many  of  the  latter  on  the  suspicion  of  infectivity.  This 
number  is  one  less  than  last  year  and  tends  to  show  that 
the  disease  is  not  spreading  among  the  School  population. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-one  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the 
head  were  excluded  during  the  year — practically  the 
same  number  as  last  year.  Hairs  taken  from  61  of  these 
cases  were  examined  by  Mr.  Tankard,  City  Analyst,  and 
the  fungus  was  detected  in  35.  Only  cases  which  were 
clinically  doubtful  would  be  submitted  for  microscopic 
examination,  hence  the  large  proportion  of  negative 
results.  The  Nurses  visited  594  cases  of  Ringworm,  some  of 
which  would  be  left  over  from  last  jmar  and  some  would 
be  the  less  serious  and  more  easily  curable  disease  on  the 
body  or  other  covered  part,  cases  of  which  are  not 
excluded  from  School.  Of  this  number  479  have  been 
readmitted  to  School  as  cured,  and  the  remaining  3  15 
have  either  left  the  city  or  are  still  under  observation. 

t j 

The  loss  of  School  time  caused  bv  this  disease  still 
continues  to  be  very  serious,  averaging  13-8  weeks  lor 
each  of  the  479  cured  cases. 
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Special 

Schools. 


Again  this  year  the  average  absence  in  cases  treated  by 
the  X  Rays  is  almost  double  the  general  average,  viz., 
22*5  weeks.  It  is  probable  that  only  the  most 
intractable  cases  are  submitted  to  this  treatment  after 
other  methods  have  failed,  and  hence  the  great  loss  of 
time.  In  looking  through  the  reports  cases  of  absence 
for  a  year  or  more  were  to  be  found.  On  the  other  hand 
some  children  only  lost  3  weeks,  but  these  must  have  been 
mild  cases. 

One  hundred  and  eight  cases  of  scabies  were  excluded 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  a  slight  increase  on  the 
number  last  year.  The  average  loss  of  School  time  for 
each  child  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.,  6  weeks. 

Three  weeks  ought  to  be  enough  to  obtain  a  cure,  and 
also  to  give  a  short  period  of  probation  before  returning 
to  school,  and  on  looking  through  the  nurses’  reports  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  are  found  not  to  be  excluded 
for  more  than  that  time.  One  case  of  exclusion  for  30 
weeks  was  observed,  but  anything  approaching  this 
period  indicates  that  there  has  been  neglect  or  ineffectual 
treatment. 

Family  cases  are  rather  fewer  than  last  year,  viz., 
37  times  2  children  in  one  family,  13  times  3,  5  times  4, 
and  twice  5  ;  the  figures  last  year  being  54  times 
2  children,  23  times  3,  5  times  4,  and  once  5.  These 
multiple  cases  would  be  all  children  of  School  age, 
and  it  is  obviously  useless  to  cure  one  without  the  others. 
When,  however,  members  of  the  family  under  or  over 
School  age  are  infected.,  the  difficulty  is  enormously 
increased,  as  the  School  Nurse  has  no  authority  over 
them,  and  can  only  employ  persuasion  to  get  them  cured. 

Blind  children  are,  as  in  former  years,  sent  to  residential 
institutions  outside  the  town ;  the  Senior  Medical  Officer 
examined  5  such  children  during  the  year. 

A  “  Myope  ”  class,  on  the  lines  of  those  instituted  by 
the  London  Education  Committee,  is  in  course  of  being 
organised.  It  will  be  of  special  advantage  for  that 
rather  large  class  of  children,  whose  cornea  has  been 
rendered  opaque  by  inflammation  in  early  life,  but  who 
have  by  treatment  and  operation  obtained  such  a  degree 
of  sight  as  to  enable  them  to  find  their  way  about. 
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Duties. 


The  education  of  these  children  has  been  a  continual 
source  of  trouble  ;  they  are  quite  unable  to  profit  by  the 
ordinary  methods  of  teaching,  and  Schools  for  the  Blind 
object  to  receiving  them,  as  they  are  arranged  for  the 
instruction  of  the  absolutely  blind.  In  the  u  myope  ” 
class  they  will  be  taught  to  use  the  remnant  of  sight  they 
retain  to  the  best  advantage,  and  also  be  instructed  in 
such  occupations  (basket  making,  &c.)  as  can  be  carried 
on  chiefly  by  the  sense  of  touch.  The  class  will  also  be  a 
saving  of  expense,  enabling  the  children  to  live  at  home 
with  their  parents  instead  of  being  boarded  out  at 
residential  schools.  It  will  also  be  of  great  advantage 
to  the  smaller  class  of  children,  after  whom  it  is  named, 
viz.,  those  suffering  from  high  or  progressive  myopia, 
for  whom  any  form  of  eye  strain  is  most  prejudicial. 

The  School  for  Deaf  Mutes  continues  to  be  carried  on 
at  Osborne  Street.  The  record  sheets  of  the  11  children 
who  were  medically  examined  show  that  there  is  no 
special  cause  which  usually  determines  this  condition. 
The  speech  acquired  by  the  elder  children  is  usually 
described  as  “  fair.’ 5 

The  School  for  mentally  defective  children  is  still 
carried  on  in  Blenkin  Street.  In  March,  1911,  the 
Committee  transferred  the  duty  of  making  visits  to 
the  School  to  Dr.  Maclean  ;  the  Senior  Medical  Officer 
still  continuing  to  examine  and  select  the  children  for 
admission.  Twelve  such  children  were  examined  during 
the  year,  of  whom  7  were  certified  to  be  eligible  for  the 
Special  Class  and  are  attending,  3  were  certified  late  in 
December  and  did  not  commence  attendance  until 
January,  and  2  were  found  to  be  imbecile  and  therefore 
not  eligible. 

Dr.  Maclean  reports  that  there  are  94  children  on  the 
register  with  an  average  attendance  of  80,  that  2  children 
have  left  the  School  on  attaining  the  age  of  16  years, 
3  have  left  to  take  up  suitable  employment,  1  has  left 
the  town,  1  returned  to  an  ordinary  school  and  1  has  died. 
There  have  been  no  exclusions  for  the  chief  zymotic 
diseases,  but  one  or  two  cases  of  infective  conjunctivitis 
were  excluded. 

During  the  year,  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  examined 
44  teachers,  on  appointment,  of  whom  3  were  rejected, 
and  9  teachers  who  had  been  absent  more  than  one 
month  or  account  of  illness.  He  also  examined  37 
candidates  for  bursaries,  of  whom  2  were  rejected. 
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Dr.  Maclean  examined  38  female  teachers  on  appoint¬ 
ment,  of  whom  35  were  accepted; 2  accepted  conditionally, 
and  1  referred  for  re-examination.  She  also  examined 
24  female  teachers  on  account  of  illness  and  39  female 
candidates  for  bursaries,  of  whom  36  were  accepted, 
2  rejected  and  1  accepted  conditionally. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  also  examined  7  boys, 
who  were  being  sent  to  Industrial  Schools  outside  the 
town,  and  1  girl  in  whose  case  illness  was  stated  to  be 
the  cause  of  irregular  attendance  at  School. 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  I  have  to  offer  my  thanks  to  yourself 
and  your  staff  for  the  assistance  I  have  received  in 
getting  out  the  figures  on  which  this  report  is  based,  and 
on  behalf  of  myself  and  my  colleagues  to  the  teachers 
for  their  assistance  in  the  work  of  inspection.

General  Remarks  on  the  Work, 

The  administration  of  these  Acts  is  entrusted  to  Mr.  T, 
Foley  Cass,  M.R.  San.  I.,  with  two  assistants,  acting  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  special 
sub-committee  appointed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to 
receive  and  consider  the  Inspector’s  reports. 

Farly  in  the  year  the  principal  Assistant  Inspector  was 
transferred  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  the  post  of  District 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  consequently  a  new  Assistant  was 
appointed  in  June  to  fill  the  place.  During  the  greater  part 
of  the  year  this  change  of  Assistants  adversely  affected  the 
work  of  the  department  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  retiring 
Assistant  was  doing  work  in  his  district  for  a  considerable  part 
of  his  time  and  owing  to  the  newly-appointed  Assistant  not 
being  fully  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  City. 

The  Card  Index  Register  of  Workshops  and  Workplaces 
inaugurated  to  replace  the  old  book  Registers  has  now  been 
completed  and  is  undoubtedly  a  great  improvement  on  the  old 
system  of  registration. 

The  register  shows  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  workshops 
and  workplaces  from  1,670  in  1910  to  1,605  in  1911  ;  also  the 
number  of  workers  has  decreased  both  as  regards  males  and 
females,  being  3,662  males  and  3,902  females  in  1910,  as 
compared  with  3,652  males  and  3,864  females  in  1911.  The 
total  number  of  inspections  is  roughly  the  same  as  last  year. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  new  waterclosets  have  been 
provided  during  the  year,  which  have  principally  been 
to  replace  unsuitable  privies  or  to  provide  additional 
accommodation.  In  21  cases  separate  accommodation  for  the 
sexes  was  provided. 
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There  were  17  prosecutions  during  the  year,  with  the 
results  shown  on  page  168.  Three  were  in  consequence  of 
premises  being  used  for  bakehouse  purposes,  whilst  unfit  on 
sanitary  grounds  to  be  so  used.  In  one  case  the  bakehouse  was 
permanently  closed,  the  occupier  having  adapted  other  suitable 
premises  for  use  as  a  bakehouse.  In  the  second  case  the 
premises  were  amended  at  considerable  cost  to  the  owner  and 
rendered  suitable  for  bakehouse  purposes,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  the  persons  employed  and  the  food  prepared 
therein.  In  the  third  case  the  work  of  amending  the  premises 
is  about  complete. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  plans  for  industrial  premises 
were  examined  during  the  year,  being  approximately  the  same 
number  as  last  year.  In  a  large  number  of  instances  it  was 
found  necessary  to  make  recommendations  for  improving  the 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  or  providing  proper  sanitary 
accommodation. 

Factories. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  inspection  of  factories  was 
mainly  limited  to  fire  escapes  and  the  investigation  of 
complaints. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  close  attention 
has  been  given  to  ventilation.  Numerous  samples  of  air  have 
been  taken  and  tested  in  the  office  by  means  of  Dr.  Haldane’s 
CO  2  Apparatus,  the  results  of  which  have  indicated  in  many 
instances  deficient  ventilation,  which  would  not  otherwise  have 
been  proved  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  as  an  ordinary  examination 
of  the  room  by  the  senses  does  not  indicate  the  real  condition  of 
the  atmosphere  of  the  room.  The  Home  Office  Departmental 
Committee  on  the  Ventilation  of  Factories  and  Workshops 
recommends  that  the  C02  in  the  air  of  workrooms  should  not 
exceed,  during  the  day-time,  12-0  volumes  per  10,000  volumes 
of  air,  or  during  the  night-time,  when  gas  is  lit,  20-0  volumes 
per  10,000  of  air.  Frequently  we  have  found  the  air  of 
workrooms  to  contain  excessive  quantities  of  CO  2,  varying  from 
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12-0  to  32-0  or  33-0  volumes  per  10,000  of  air.  The  worst 
samples  of  air,  contrary  to  the  popular  belief,  have  been  found 
in  large  workrooms..  This  arises  from  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  workers  to  keep  their  rooms  warm  during  the  cold  weather, 
and  for  this  purpose  they  shut  up  the  windows  and  ventilators, 
thus  preventing  free  circulation  of  fresh  air  through  the  rooms, 
and  in  many  instances,  although  the  employer  provides  what 
would  otherwise  be  adequate  means  of  ventilation,  owing  to 
this  habit  of  the  workers,  the  means  provided  are  rendered 
useless  and  the  matter  is  often  irritating  to  the  employer,  as  he 
is  held  responsible  by  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  for 
maintaining  as  well  as  providing  efficient  ventilation. 

In  other  respects  the  'sanitation  of  workshops  and 
workplaces  has  given  little  cause  for  complaint. 

Fire  Escapes. 

During  the  year  in  40  instances  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  have  been  provided  or  improved.  Only  in  2  instances  was 
it  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  ;  in  one  case  the  notice 
had  to  be  served  under  the  statute  and  in  the  other  case  under 
the  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  Fire. 
Generally  speaking,  your  inspectors  had  but  little  difficulty  in 
getting  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  provided  where  such  was 
found  to  be  necessary. 

Bakehouses, 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  bakehouses  during  the 
year,  and  in  several  instances  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
demand  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  premises, 
structurally  and  as  regards  cleanliness.  In  3  instances  we 
found  premises  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  unfit  for  use  as 
bakehouses,  and  legal  action  was  taken  to  secure  the  closing  of 
the  premises  or  amendment  of  the  same,  as  mentioned  in  the 
General  Remarks  (see  above).  It  is  still  very  urgent  that  some 
powers  should  be  given  to  local  authorities  to  prevent 
unsuitable  premises  being  put  into  use  for  bakehouse  purposes, 
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as  your  inspectors  find,  from  time  to  time  considerable  difficulty 
in  getting  improper  places  amended  after  they  have  once  been 
established  as  bakehouses. 

Outworkers. 

The  number  of  outworkers  in  each  trade,  as  represented 
by  the  lists  received,  is  show'll  in  Table  3,  Homework,  the  total 
being  766.  Strange  to  say,  this  coincides  very  closely  with  the 
actual  number  of  persons  taking  out  work  during  the  period 
roughly  between  August,  1910,  and  August,  1911,  the  numbers 
being  respectively  766  and  765.  There  remained  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  560  (253  males  and  307  females). 

The  two  principal  trades  in  which  outworkers  are 
engaged  in  Hull  are  bespoke  tailoring  and  net  braiding  (the 
making  of  fishing  nets).  Three  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified  as  occurring  in  outworkers’  premises,  viz:  one  case  of 
typhoid  in  a  sack  repairer’s  premises,  one  case  of  diphtheria  and 
one  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  tailors’  houses.  In  each  case  steps 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  no  second 
case  occurred  in  any  of  the  premises. 

Shop  Hours  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Acts. 

These  Acts  have  received  your  Inspector’s  attention 
throughout  the  year.  The  Acts  have  been  very  well  obeyed, 
and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  institute  any  proceedings 
for  contraventions  during  the  year. 

There  are  cases  of  excessively  long  hours  of  Women 
employed  in  shops  of  various  classes,  but  in  cases  where  females 
are  over  18  years  of  age  nothing  cam  be  done  under  the  existing 
Acts  to  shorten  their  hours.  Probably  some  mitigation  will 
arise  in  this  respect  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1911, 
referred  to  below. 

Hairdressers5  Closing  Order. 

The  Order  has  been  exceptionally  well  obeyed  by  the 
trade  during  the  year.  Several  complaints  Were  received  from 
various  sources,  but  on  investigation  it  was  generally  found  that 
the  complaints  were  either  respecting  trivial  matters  or  were 
not  substantiated  by  facts. 
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Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903, 

and 

Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1904. 

Daring  the  year  there  were  113  contraventions,  few  of 
which  were  of  a  serious  character,  and  in  only  6  instances  were 
proceedings  taken.  In  three  instances  convictions  Were 
obtained,  one  case  was  withdrawn,  and  in  two  cases  judgment 
was  respited  on  payment  of  costs.  A  number  of  complaints 
have  been  received  from  the  Heads  of  Council  Schools,  but  in 
many  instances  these  complaints  referred  to  Street  Trading, 
and  Were,  therefore,  not  matters  coming  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  your  Inspectors. 

There  were  39  licences  granted  for  stage  performances  in 
the  City,  affecting  77  children.  This  shows  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  children  appearing  under  licence  in  stage 
performances.  In  1910  the  number  was  113,  whilst  in  1911 
the  number  was  77,  being  a  decrease  of  36.  In  addition  to  the 
licences  granted,  there  were  29  exemptions  for  Charity  Concerts. 
The  latter  refer  only  to  local  children,  whilst  the  licences  refer 
almost  entirely  to  children  travelling  with  theatrical 
companies,  &c. 

Employment  of  Children  at  Hull  Fair. 

Since  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  and  the 
Bye-laws  made  thereunder  came  into  force,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  amount  of  illegal  employment  of  children  at  Hull 
Fair  by  persons  occupying  ground  in  the  Fair.  During  the 
last  Fair  there  were  42  contraventions  by  different  persons 
discovered,  some  of  which  persons  employed  very  young 
children,  even  as  young  as  8  years  of  age,  and  at  very  late 
hours,  even  as  late  as  11.20  p.m. 

In  almost  every  case  the  employer  excused  himself  by 
stating  that  he  did  not  know  of  the  regulations.  In  each  of  the 
cases  a  verbal  caution  was  given  by  the  Inspector. 
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The  Inspectors  found  considerable  difficulty  in  finding 
the  names  of  the  employers,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were 
no  names  exhibited  at  the  stands  or  stalls,  and  it  appeared  that 
some  means  might  advantageously  be  adopted  whereby  holders 
of  sites  on  the  Fair  Ground  could  be  made  aware  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  some  means  of  identifying  the  holders 
of  the  stands  could  be  adopted.  The  following  suggestions  were 
made  to  the  Committee  : — (1)  That  conspicuous  placards  should 
be  placed  in  suitable  positions  on  boards  at  the  Fair  Ground 
before  the  commencement  of  the  Fair,  calling  attention  to  the 
Act  and  Bye-laws,  and  (2)  that,  if  possible,  holders  of  sites 
should  be  required  to  fix  their  names  in  conspicuous  positions 
on  their  stands. 

These  suggestions,  if  put  into  effect,  would  undoubtedly 
tend  to  lessen  the  number  of  contraventions  of  the  Statute  and 
Bye-laws  and  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Inspectors  in 
carrying  out  their  duties. 

Shops  Act,  1911* 

This  Act,  which  was  passed  on  16th  December,  1911,  will 
come  into  force  on  1st  May,  1912.  The  most  important  matters 
in  the  Act  are  that  it  provides  for  a  weekly  half-holiday  from 
1.30  in  the  afternoon  for  all  shop  assistants  as  defined  by  the 
Act.  It  also  provides  for  meal  hours  for  shop  assistants  and 
for  the  closing  of  shops,  with  the  exception  of  shops  in  certain 
scheduled  trades,  one  half-day  in  the  week  at  one  o’clock,  and 
provides  for  the  fixing  of  prescribed  notices  in  shops  affected 
by  the  Act.  The  Act  also  makes  provision  for  the  making  of 
closing  orders  with  a  view  to  establishing  uniformity  in  the 
half-day  closing  days  of  shops.  It  also  facilitates  the  making 
of  orders  for  the  general  early  closing  of  shops.  The  Act  gives 
new  and  important  powers  to  local  authorities,  and  if 
administered  in  an  efficient  manner  will  undoubtedly  be  a  boon 
to  shop  keepers  and  shop  assistants.
